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TRANSLATOR'S NOTES 


It was a summer day in Toronto and I had just finished leading the Friday congregation at a down- 
town mosque. On the way home I had an unlikely encounter, since all my cab-drivers 1n Toronto had 
been Muslims so far. That day my driver was non-Muslim, so he was able to identify me as Muslim 
simply because of my traditional Arab garb. Out of nowhere, he commented, “1 think Muslims are 
good, but Islam is evil!” Taken aback by this Fox News style rhetoric, I responded, *Well, first of all 
thanks for the compliment about Musltms, but why do you think Islam 15 bad?" He replied, “Because 
your holy book calls me an animal." In astonishment, I answered, "I know the whole Quran by heart 
and I don’t think it says that anywhere!" He cited 8:55, and I responded by telling him that the word 
dabbah in Arabic does not mean an animal but a living being (see 24:45). He persisted, saying that 
his translation says so. I later checked many popular translations by Muslims and non-Muslims and 
realized that the man was right. This fateful encounter opened my eyes to the rampant mistransla- 
tions and misrepresentations of the Quran. 


The Quran was revealed to Prophet Muhammad (##) in the 7" century and was not translated into 
English by a Muslim until the 20* century. Many Muslims had long believed that the Quran should 
only be read in Arabie, the original language of revelation. This led to many inaecurate, ill-willed 
translations by missionaries and orientalists— which explains why we still see some words like ‘holy 
war’ and ‘infidels’ as well as many theological inaceuracies in some existing translations. All this 
leads to endless false assumptions about Islam and Muslims. Some Muslim translators are no better 
off than their non-Muslim counterparts because they are not well-versed in Arabic, or English, or 
Islamie studies, or translation, or all of the above. Looking up words in an Arabic-English dietionary 
or eopying earlier translations when frustrated does not always guarantee accuracy in translation. 
There are some noteworthy modern translations like that of Dr. Ahmad Zaki Hammad (2007) and Dr. 
M.A.S. Abdel Haleem (2004), but many are either overtranslated, making it difficult for laypeople 
to understand, or undertranslated, doing a great disservice to the Quran. This 1s why I saw a need for 
an aeeurate, smooth, and accessible translation. 


To achieve aecuracy, | have made use of the greatest and most celebrated works of old and modern 
tafsir (Quran commentaries), and shared the work with several Imams in North America for feedback 
and insight. For elarity, every effort has been made to select easy to understand words and phrases 
that reflect the beauty and power of the original text. Along with informative footnotes, verses have 
been grouped and titled based on their themes for a better understanding of the sZrahs, their main 
concepts, and internal coherence. 


Thanks to our editing and proofreading teams led by Abu-Isa Webb, I believe that what you are 
holding in your hands now is the most accurate and eloquent translation of the Final Revelation: The 
Clear Quran.

INTRODUCTION 


The first translation of the Quran into English was done in 1649 by Alexander Ross. Since that first trans- 
lation, many more attempts have been made to penetrate the work from an outside, academic point of 
view, but it wasn't until the early 20" century that it was translated by a Muslim. In 1934, Yusuf Ali would 
produce one of the most widely circulated versions to date. 


Aside from concerns about academia and orientalism, translating the Quran can be an enormous task 
even for the sincere of heart. Arabic, as a Semitic language, has words that have meanings and shades of 
meanings which do not easily move over into English, and total mastery of both languages is needed before 
any truly satisfactory translation can be put forward. Translators also struggle to render what they believe 
to be the right meaning into a foreign language—-knowing that it is almost impossible to reflect the Arabic 
style, rhythms, and figures of speech, while also struggling with different interpretations of the original 
Arabic words. 


The development of linguistics, current events, and the gradual drift of the English language puts us 
in an important time to move forward in Quranic translations. For the most part, a lack of understanding 
Arabic can be seen in older, less popular works from European scholars, however mistakes and errors are 
persistent in more modern copies, and blunders can even be found in the likes of Yusuf Ali when he writes, 
"those who believe not in the hereafter name the angels with female names." (53:27) A brief survey of 
names such as Gabriel, Michael, and Málik offers no female names whatsoever. Keeping in mind that some 
pagan Arabs believed that the angels were Allah's daughters, the truc translation can be rendered, “those 
who do not believe in the Hereafter label the angels as female.” 


The failure to understand the complex forms of Classical Arabic found in the Quran, and sometimes 
found only in the Quran, can be a stumbling block for many scholars, but even those with a strong under- 
standing of Arabic need to have their intelligence baeked with the wisdom found in a sound theological 
background. Without understanding the religious context of the Quran, such mistakes can be made as when 
Muhsin Khan & Muhammad al-Hilali write, “Allah will never lead a people astray after He has guided 
them until He makes clear to them as to what they should avoid.” (9:115) 


In context, the verse is instructing the Prophet (5) and his companions that they should no longer pray 
to Allah for the forgiveness of polytheists after their death. As pointed out by Ibn Kathir, drawing on the 
understanding of At-Tabari, the meaning is clearly “Allah would never consider a people deviant after He 
has guided them, unti] He makes clear to them what they must avoid." 


For these reasons it 1s clear that any translation of the Quran must be led by scholars with a profound 
understanding of the theological context of the Quran, as well as a native understanding of Arabic, but also 
considerable training in the meaning of the Classical Arabic particular to the Quran. These three things 
enable a scholar to truly understand the Quran, and a profound understanding is the first step towards a 
good translation. 


Of course, a firm understanding of Arabic is not all that is needed in order to translate the Quran effec- 
tively. The Quran states repeatedly that it is accessible, clear, and easy to understand, so it would be an 
error to translate it into dense or inaccessible language. Naturally, the academic traditions that first dealt 


V 


with translating the Quran value language density, and the religious and scholarly traditions of the English 
language assume a correlation between complexity of language and truth. This correlation has been carried 
over into translations of the Quran despite complexity, density, and inaccessibility being tenets far from 
Islamic scholarly tradition. What we are left with are translations that, though they may be technically 
correct, miss the simplicity, vigour, or eloquence of the original in favour of a contrived sense of divinity. 


Two striking examples of overinflated, though accurate, English translations come to mind. First, M.M. 
Pickthall writes, "Be modest in thy bearing and subdue thy voice. Lo! the harshest of all voices is the voice 
of the ass." (31:19) In today's English, this can only be read as a rather vulgar statement, especially by 
non-academic readers and should instead be rendered, *Be moderate in your pace and lower your voice, for 
the ugliest of all voices is certainly the braying of donkeys." Second, T.B. Irving writes of 44:16, *Some 
day We will kidnap everyone in thc grcatcst operation; We shall be Avenged!” Giving Allah a distinctly 
immature, vindictive, and even rueful voice where a more appropriate translation is, ^ On' the Day We will 
deal "you" the fiercest blow, We will surely inflict punishment.” 


The tone of the Quran, as a revelation for all humanity, relies heavily on a number of emotions as well, 
and a poor understanding of English can lead even great scholars of Arabic into error with translation. 
There are numerous instances in the Quran of sarcasm and wit, which are often lost entircly in complicated 
and fragile grammar structures. Elegance and prose are also usually cast out of translations, especially 
when scholars use a rigid word-for-word replacement technique to encode Arabic into a mock-English 
cypher that sometimes gives the opposite meaning of what is intended in the verse. The problem with 
undervaluing the subtleties and intricacies of human language can be underlined by examining the work 
of Dr. M. Mahmoud Ghali. He translates 4:105, *and do not be a constant adversary of the treacherous." 
The true translation of this verse is, "so do not be an advocate for the deceitful." A similar example can be 
found in his translation of 100:8, “And surely he is indeed constantly (passionate) in his love for charity," 
where “love for charity" in fact refers to “greed for ‘worldly’ gains." 


In respecting the order and particulars of the Arabic words being used, the meaning of dozens of idioms 
are lost in translation, hundreds of sentences become a tangled mess of improper grammar, and the flow and 
ease of reading is entirely lost. It is better to respect the meaning and power of the Quran than the language 
it happened to be revealed in, otherwise one might end up with the near blasphemous statement found in 
the Saheeh International translation, “They have forgotten Allah, so He has forgotten them." (9:67) Surely 
Allah does not ‘forget’ anything or anyone. Google Translate might give up a similar translation, but the 
meaning 15 poetic, it 15 much closer to ‘neglect.’ Both parties are aware of each other, but when humans 
neglect their duties to Allah, He neglects them in the Fire: “They neglected Allah, so He neglected them.” 


Aside from these more theologically problematic translation issues, there are dozens of simple grammar struc- 
tures in the Quran that are easy, clear, or beautiful in Arabic, but entirely untranslatable. Rather than try to fit the 
English structures and words into a foreign context, it is much better to accept English for what it has to offer 
and use its own native poetry and balance to create a translation that carries the real meaning and power of the 
Perfect Book. 


With grammar and the particularities of translating aside, a considerable understanding of the context 
of the Quranic revelation itself as well as the stories found within is needed in order to render a proper 
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English translation. For example, the word ‘corn’ is no longer used to describe all forms of grain, yet many 
translations still use this word to describe the fields in the dream of the King in the story of Joseph (12:43 
and 46). When Yusuf Ali first wrote this in 1934, it may have been acceptable to refer to wheat as a kind of 
corn, but in modern vocabulary this is totally unheard of, yet many translations simply erroneously copy 
that word into their own works. 


It is clear that the modern age demands not only a great scholar of Arabic and the Quran to come to the 
table, but also a modern, adaptable scholar of the English language, as well as someone with native fluency 
who knows how the translation will be received. 


The reception of the Quran by English audiences now indicates a third stage in the historical development of 
Quran translation. At first it was an academic exereise, a eurtous study of the ‘other.’ Next, Muslims translated 
the Quran as a matter of love or pride, and they shared it among themselves. With this long history and back- 
eround, and a team of experts in the Quran and in the English language, the struggle we now face is transmitting 
the real beauty and message of the Quran to Muslims and non-Muslims alike who are interested in it and who 
also know and love English. 


The Alcoran of Ross was the first small step forward, and Yusuf Ali's The Holy Qur 'an was a turning point 
in the history of the Quran in English. The next step is to overcome the obstacles outlined here and to deliver 
Allah’s Final Testament to English speaking audiences like never before. The next step is The Clear Quran.

NOTES ON TRANSLATION 


Allah's names and attributes are capitalized as well as pronouns used to reference Him. 


Proper nouns referring to events and cosmology are also capitalized, such as the Day of Judgment, the 
Day, the Hour, the Hereafter, Paradise, and Hell. 


In some cases, the use of a pronoun would be confusing or misleading, so it has been replaced with the 
corresponding noun for clarity. Similarly, in some places where the ‘rotation of pronouns’ (i/fifát) is found 
in the Arabic, pronouns have been altered in English to maintain pronoun agreement. 


Gendered pronouns have been replaced with ‘they’ where the meaning is neutral, exeept in the case of 
Allah, Who is referred to as ‘He’ despite being gender-neutral in order to preserve the use of a singular 
pronoun, while avoiding the use of ‘it.’ 


Unless otherwise indicated, Biblical quotations are from The Holy Bible: International Standard Ver- 
sion, copyright © the ISV Foundation, 1996-2012. 


Half brackets °” indicate words inserted into the English which do not directly correspond to Arabic 
words in the original text. 


The most frequently used speech verb in the Quran is “said,” especially in conversation. To enrich con- 
versations in English, several speech verbs are used in this translation (such as replied, cried, protested, 
pleaded, and threatened), depending on the meaning (see 18:71-73).

The name “Muhammad” appears only four times in the Quran. In some cases, words such as “Prophet” 
and "Messenger" are used to address him. But most of the time, the Prophet is addressed in the second per- 
son “you,” this is when “O Prophet” will be used between half brackets °’ to indicate that “you” is referring 
to Muhammad (#8) and not to the believers or anyone else. 


se and Seah. are calligraphie contractions of Arabic phrases meaning 
‘peace be upon him,’ and ‘ peace be upon them’ respectively. They are used respectfully after the mention 
of prophets outside the text of the Quran. 


“The Day of Judgment” and “Judgment Day” are equivalent and used interchangably based on the flow 
in English.

STYLISTIC FEATURES OF THE QURAN 


The Quran was revealed in 7^ century Arabia, where people took so much pride in their mastery of Arabic 
that literary fairs were commonly held and prized poems were inscribed in gold for all to see. The Quran, 
which is believed to be Allah's inimitable Word, is a literary miracle, unmatched by any other work of 
Arabic literature. While Arabic has served as the medium for communicating the Quranic message, the 
Quran has forever changed the landscape of Arabic literary tradition, promoting Arabic to a leading world 
language and influencing other languages including Farsi, Urdu, Swahili, Turkish, Spanish, and many oth- 
ers. Several sciences have emerged to serve the Quran such as /afsir (Quranic commentary), tawhid (the- 
ology), figh (jurisprudence), tajwid (phonetic rules of recitation), gira ‘at (styles of recitation), nahw and 
sarf (grammar and morphology), baldghah (rhetoric), and khaff (calligraphy). Algebra was also developed 
in part to solve issues related to the distribution of inheritance shares laid out in Surah 4. Together with the 
Sunnah or the example of thc Prophet (&), the Quran is the bedrock of Muslim civilization and the main 
source of Islamic law and practice. The following are some of the distinctive stylistic features of the Quran 
in its original Arabic form. 


STRUCTURE 


The body of the Quran is made up of 6236 verses (or dvát, plural of dvah, which literally means sign, 
proof, or miracle), composed of 114 s#rahs in more than 600 pages. A srah usually takes its name from 
the main theme, a story, or a distinctive word within it. With the exception of Sirah 9, all sárahs begin 
with the basmalah: “In the Name of Allah—--the Most Compassionate, Most Merciful.” Depending on their 
respective srah, verses typically rhyme and vary in length—some are long (2:282 is the longest at fifteen 
lines long), while others are short (20:1 is the shortest at only two Arabic letters). The Quran 1s divided into 
30 parts (or ajzd^, plural of juz’), each with 8 subparts (or arba’, plural of rub’, which are marked with (2), 
making it convenient for reading and memorization. 


This symbol f signifies one of fifteen prostrations (or sajadát, plural of sajdah) 1 in the Quran. When 
prostrating, one should say, *My face prostrates to the One Who created and fashioned it, and brought forth 


its M oun of hearing and sight with His power and might. So blessed is Allah, the Best of Creators,”

Of the Quran's 114 sárahs, eighty-six are classified as Meccan because they were revealed before the 
Prophet’s emigration to Medina. These stirahs focus mainly on restoring the belief in the One True God. 
The other twenty-eight sirahs are categorized as Medinian since they were revealed after the Prophet's 
emigration from Mecca with an emphasis on the commandments regarding a Muslim's relationship with 
their Lord, their fellow humans, and the rest of Allah's creation. Some Meccan stirahs may have Medinian 
verses and vice versa. Sirahs and passages were revealed over a period of twenty-three years to address 
issues facing the Muslim community. As instructed by Allah through the angel Gabriel, the Prophet (3) 
ordered his scribes to arrange sárahs mostly according to their lengths, with the longest sůrahs first, not 
chronologically.

Although the Quran is not arranged chronologically, the stirahs are perfectly interrelated. Some of the 
stories or themes that are touched on passingly in one srah are explained in detail in the next sarah (see 
12:105 and 13:1-17). In some cases, both the end of a sárah and the beginning of the next sZirah cover the 
same subject (see 53:57-62 and 54:1-5). One sürah might give some stories and the next will continue the 
narrative by adding more stories (see sárahs 37 and 38). Additionally, two consecutive süra/s might cover 
the exact same themes, but in a different order (see súrahs 55 and 56). 


Quranic sarahs have diverse themes, with main overarching subjects (e.g., verses 2:221-242), inter- 
jected by secondary subjects (e.g., verses 2:238-239). In essence, all themes have a common denominator: 
one's relationship with their Creator and the rest of His creation. Assuming that not everyone will read the 
Quran in its entirety, readers will run into this common denominator at any given sérah. 


STYLE 


With the word ‘Quran’ (lit., recitation) repeated about seventy times, the Quran is unique in that it actually 
speaks about itself, its Revealer, its purpose, its devotees, and its detractors. The author of this profound 
book is nowhere to be found on the cover; rather He reveals Himself on every page. speaking with author- 
ity, offering compelling proofs, giving commandments to prophets, believers, and all of humanity. 


Perhaps one of the most visible stylistic features of the Quran is repetition, which comes in three dif- 
ferent forms: 


1) Repetitive phrases such as “Then which of your Lord's favours will you hoth deny?" which appears a 
total of thirty-one times in SuraA 55 and “Woe on that Day to the deniers!" which appears ten times in Surah 
77. Far from redundancy, the purpose of repetition in these two instances is to create an impact by reinforcing 
the point being made—to acknowledge Allah's many blessings in the former and deter people from denying 
Allah in the latter. This rhetorical device 15 still employed by many modern orators. One of the most notable 
examples 15 the repetition of “I have a dream" and “Let freedom ring" in Martin Luther King's 1963 famous 
speech. 


2) Repetitive themes such as the arguments for Allah's oneness, uniqueness, and power in s#rahs 16, 35, 
and 112; the comparison between Paradise and Hell in szirahs 37, 39, 40, and 41; and the horrors of Judg- 
ment Day in sZrahs 77, 78, 79, 80, and 81. The purpose is to emphasize a recurring theme (e.g., the reward 
of the believers and disbelievcrs) or present more details (e.g., the testimony of bodily organs in 41:19-24 
and the fruit of the Zaggqziim tree in 37:62-68). 


3) Repetitive stories such as the story of Moses (sz) in sZrahs 7, 18, 26, and 28 and Abraham (4) in sù- 
rahs 2, 6, 19, and 37. The purpose is to reassure the Prophet (#) and focus on a different aspect of the life 
of these prophets. For example, the highlights of the story of Moses (i) in Srah 7 are the arrogance of 
Pharaoh, the defeat of the magicians, and the suffering of the Children of Israel. In Sárah 26, the focus 
shifts to Moses' childhood, his unintentional killing of an Egyptian man, as well as his escape to Midian 
and his marriage. 


The fact that these repetitive themes and stories arc perfectly consistent, despite having been revealed 
over the course of two decades to an unlettered prophet, 1s yet another proof of the divine source of the 
Quran.

The Quran contains some fascinating numerical patterns. For example, ‘Paradise’ and ‘Hell’ are each 
repeated 77 times, ‘angels’ and ‘devils’ 88 times, ‘world’ and ‘Hereafter’ 115 times, ‘prayers’ (salawdt) 5 
times (the exact number of daily prayers), ‘punishment’ 117 times, whereas ‘forgiveness’ is repeated dou- 
ble that number, 234 times. ‘Day’ is repeated 365 times (the average number of days in the year), ‘days’ 30 
times (the average number of days in the month), and *month' 12 times (the number of months in the year). 


sarcasm is another common feature of the Quran, especially when it talks about the fate of those who 
ridicule the truth (see 24:53 and 44:49). So readers ean expect to see a warning such as: “Give them good 
news of a painful punishment." This style aims at paying the ridiculers back in kind as well as adding more 
intensity to the warning. 


Many passages in the Quran utilize a preferential style called £afdi! -that is to say, two things share a 
certain quality but one of them supersedes the other. For example, the Quran says repeatedly that the people 
of Pharaoh were more powerful and resourceful than the people of Mecca. However, some structures look 
like tafgîl but do not actually signify a comparison in quality. The assumption that both sides share the same 
quality but one 1s greater than the other is what causes confusion in most translations of the Quran. For 
example, when 12:33 suggests that going to prison is dearer to Joseph (zz) than committing adultery, this 
does not mean that either option is dear to him. Similarly, 17:84 suggests tbat the believers? Way is better 
in guidance than that of the pagans, but in truth the latter is not guided at all. Furthermore, 11:78 suggests 
that Lot ($&) instructs men that the single women of his nation are purer for marriage than other men, when 
other men are not pure for marriage in the first place. 


EMPHASIS 


Emphasis is commonplace in the Quran, especially where a concept is likely to be challenged by the skep- 
tics. Sometimes one or more emphasis words are used, such as ‘surely,’ ‘indeed,’ and ‘certainly’ (see 15:9). 
The repetition of a sentence two consecutive times 1s also used as emphasis, such as 102:3-4: *But no! You 
will soon come to know. Again, no! You will soon come to know." The repetition of a verb in its noun form 
can also be used to similar effect. Hf translated literally, 56:4 will read, “When the earth will be shaken with 
a shaking," whereas the meaning is: “When the earth will be violently shaken." Lastly, an oath is one of the 
most common forms of emphasis. Allah has the right to swear by any of His creation, such as the sun and 
the moon, the day and night, the heaven and earth (91:1-6). However, a Muslim can only swear by Allah. 


PERSONS, TIME, AND PLACE 


To prove its divine nature, the Quran often refers to past events that were not known to anyone at the time 
of the revelation (see 12:25-42 and 27:17-28), constantly reminding the Prophet (#) that, since he was 
not an eyewitness to these events, it was through divine revelation that he came to know about them (see 
12:102). The Quran also foretells future events that were later proven true (see 30:1-6 and 48:27). 


Unlike English, the Arabic Janguage has only three tenses: past, present, and future. The Quran 1s unique 
in using the past tense to refer to future events, particularly when it describes the Day of Judgment (see 
39:68-75). In addition to reminding us that Allah is not bound by the limits of time, the aim is to give the 
impression that these events are so certain to happen that it is as if they have already happened. However, 
when these sentences are translated into English (or any other language for that matter), the future tense 
is used. XI 


Generalizations are also common in the Quran, where “the people," or “the Jews," etc., actually refers 
to a small group that said or did something that was not challenged by the larger group (see 5:64). 


With some exceptions, the Quran does not dwell on the names of persons, places, or times (see for ex- 
ample 2:255 and 18:9-26). Rather, attention 1s usually focused on the moral of the story, making it valid for 
every people, time, and place. 


To express the greatness and magnitude of a definite noun (such as the Straight Path, the Merciful Lord, 
etc.), the Quran often uses that name in an indefinite form (a Straight Path, a Merciful Lord, etc.), but this 
translation uses the definite form in these instances in order to maintain the true meaning in English. 


The Quran states that the pleasures which Allah has prepared for the believers in Paradise are beyond 
human comprehension (see 32:17). Hence, generic terms (e.g., rivers, gardens, fruits, garments of silk, 
bracelets of gold, etc.) are often used to describe these pleasures in an appealing way, bringing it down to 
our level of understanding, whereas the realities of Paradise are far beyond these descriptions. These terms 
are no different than those one would have used in 1876 C.E. to describe a cutting-edge smartphone to 
Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of the telephone. 


LETTERS AND PRONOUNS 


Of the twenty-nine letters of the Arabic alphabet, only fourteen appear in various combinations at the begin- 
ning of twenty-nine sárahs of the Quran. These letters are: Nån, Sûd, Ha, Kàf, Ya, Mim, Qàf, Alif, Ta, "Ain, 
Làm, Ha, Sin, and Ra. According to Ibn Kathir, a renowned Quran commentator, in his explanation of 2:1, 
these letters can be arranged into an Arabic sentence that reads = 4 c eS os which roughly translates to: 
“A wise, decisive text, full of wonders." Although several theories have been suggested by scholars regarding 
the meaning of these letters, it is commonly believed that these letters are among the miracles of the Quran 
and, as such, no one knows their actual] meaning except Allah. 


Unlike other conjunctions like fa فا‎ (then/right after) and  fhumma zê  (then/later), 
wa , (and) does not signify an order of events. The subjects of ‘and’ clauses have sometimes been rear- 
ranged for better flow in English, such as ‘day and night’ instead of ‘night and day,’ ‘seen and unseen’ 
instead of ‘unseen and seen,’ ctc. (see 35:19-22). 


One of the first things that strikes novice readers of the Quran is that the word ‘We’ 1s frequently used 
when Allah speaks (see 15:9-23). This plural form, known as the royal we, is employed to indicate rever- 
ence and not number. Almost always, ‘Allah,’ ‘I,’ or *He' is mentioned either before or after to emphasize 
Allah's oneness. 


Another visible stylistic feature is the ‘rotation of pronouns’ (i/tifaf) found throughout the Quran, alter- 
nating between first person, second person, and third person (see 17:1). If rendered verbatim into English 
this rhetorical device becomes entirely meaningless, as it is rarely found in any Indo-European language at 
all, and almost never in English. 


A similar feature is found in the referential nature of pronouns in either language. In Classical Arabic, 
especially in the Quran, the repeated use of a single pronoun (such as *he") rotates in reference, which is to 
say it first speaks of the first speaker, then the next use speaks of the second speaker, then back to the first, 
all using the same pronoun (see 26:24-31). In this way, repeatedly using “he said" would indicate a dialogue, 
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whereas a direct translation of the conversation would be rendered as a monologue in English. The same can 
be said of other pronouns such as ‘they.’ 


THE QURANIC CHALLENGE 


Unlike any other scripture, the Quran poses a falsification test to those who challenge its authenticity 
which, over time, was made easier and easier. The first challenge was to produce a similar book in Arabic 
(17:88). Next, the challenge was reduced to only ten s#irahs (11:13). Finally, the challenge was to only 
produce one súrah similar to it (10:38), and despite the shortest sárah being only ten words (Surah 108), 
nonc have been able to match it. The Quran also challenges readers to find contradictions (4:82). Some 
have attempted these challenges, only to prove their inability to match the elegance and eloquence of the 
divine revelation or their ignorance of the nuances of Arabic syntax and grammar.

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Surah Introductions 


1. The Opening Ave SENA 
(Al-Fátihah) AIS bse 


Lhis Meccan sürab, which is recited a total of seventeen times in the five daily prayers, serves as the cornerstone 
of the Quran. It sums up the relationship between the Creator and His creation, Allah’ undisputed authority 
in this world and the Hereafter, and humanity’ constant dependence on Him for guidance and assistance. The 
underlying theme is to acknowledge that He is the only god worthy of worship—a simple truth which the disbe- 
levers fail to grasp. AM fundamental principles encapsulated in this sirah are spelled out in the rest of the Quran. 


2. The Cow "21A EUR: 

(Al-Bagarah) VEA DL 
This Medinian shrah, which takes its name from the story of the com in verses 67—73, details the main concepts 
of the previous srab, with emphasis on the qualities of the believers, disbelievers, and hypocrites; Allah’s power 
to create and resurrect; the enmity of Satan towards Adam (88) and his descendants; as well as Allah covenant 
with Moses (#8) and the Children of Israel. Several rulings are given in regards to marital relationships, bequest, 


Jihad, fasting, pilgrimage, donations, debts, and interest. Unlike the next sirah, which focuses on the Christian 
perception of Jesus, this shrab dedicates a sizable portion to Jewish attitudes and practices. 


3. The Family of “Imran 
(Ali-’Imran) 


This Medinian sttrah takes its name from the Family of Tmrán mentioned in verse 33. Like the previous 

Sirah, tt reiterates the fact that Allah is the source of divine revelation and affirms the beltef in Allah as the 
only Lord and Islam as His only accepted religion. The story of the birth of Mary, John the Baptist, and Jesus 
is mentioned, along with a challenge to the Christian perception of Jesus (#8). The srah also touches on early 
battles against the Meccan pagans with emphasis on the lessons to be drawn from the Muslims” defeat at the 
Battle of Uhud, which took place in 3 A.H./625 CE. The virtue of being mindful of Allah is highlighted at 
the end of this srab and the beginning of the next one. 


4. Women y pie | TC» 
(An-Nisá') اليسناء‎ Siow 


This sirah focuses on the rights of women (hence the srabs name), the law of inheritance, care for orphans, 
lawful and unlawful women to marry, and standing for justice (see the remarkable example of justice to a few in 
verses 105-112). As the srah progresses, the focus shifts to the etiquette of striving in the cause of Allah and 
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the relationship between Muslims and the People of the Book, culminating in a rebuttal to the claims about the 
crucifixion and divinity of Jesus (Œ). Like the previous aud the next stirabs, this stirah also deals with the issue 
of bybocrisy—a common theme in many other Medinian stirabs. 


5. The Spread Table ZG SS 
(AI-Má'idah) SEL) 5 


This Medinian stirab takes ils name from tbe story of the table mentioned in verses 112-115. Several rulings 
are laid out, including permissible and probibited foods, hunting while on pilgrimage, and making a bequest while 
travelling. A reference is made to Allah’s covenants with the Jews and Christians and bom those covenants were 
repeatedly violated. The believers are urged to comply with Allah’ judgment as communicated by the Prophet (8). 
Some topics that have been touched on in the previous sttrahs are detailed here, including making up for a broken 
oath, the sanctity of the human life, and the humanity of Jesus (Æ). 


6. Cattle F A ور‎ 
(Al-An'ám) ESS Bsc 


Like the previous särab, this Meccan strab masterfully demonstrates Allab’s power and knowledge, and thoroughly 
refutes pagan beliefs and unfounded practices, including animal offerings to the idols. Permissible and prohibited 

foods are explained in more detail than in the previous sürab. The nature of prophethood is defined, making it clear 
that messengers cannot do anything without the Wil of Allah. This strab begins by highhghting Allah’ authority, 

Just like the ending of the previous stirab, aud concludes by emphasizing accountability for one’s deeds, just like the 
beginning of the next sirah. 


7. The Heights | Yo NONE و پس‎ 
(Al-A'ráf) TES p 


This sirah takes its name from the heights mentioned zn verse 46. Like many other Meccan stirabs, it recounts 
the stories of earlier prophets who were denied by their own people and bow the deniers were eventually destroyed. 
As mentioned in the previous sirab (6:10-11), these stories are meant to reassure the Prophet (88) and warn bis 
people of Allah’ torment. The story of Satan’ arrogance and Adam’s temptation and fall are detailed, along 
nth lessons for the believers to beware of Satan’ whispers. Details about Paradise and Hell (verses 36-53) here 
are unmatched by any previous sirab. The powerlessness of idols zs further emphasized. Pull obedience to Allah 
and Elis prophets is stressed zn this sárab and the next. 
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8. The Spoils of War VERNA RA 
(A-Anfál) SLES ES 


This sfirab was revealed in Medina to explain how the spoils of war should be distributed following the believers’ 
victory over the Meccan pagans at Badr in 2 A.H./ 624 CE. The stirah urges the believers to be true to Allah 
and His Messenger, reminding them of how they were outnumbered but Allah sent down angels for their aid. It ts 
made clear that although victory comes only from Allah, the believers should always be ready to defend themselves 
and be open for peace. The pagans are warned that their plots to hinder others from Allahs Way and oppose the 
truth will only end in failure—a theme emphasized in both the previous and the following stirabs.

(At-Tawbah) AUR DL 
This srah, which is perceived as a continuation of the previous sfrab, begins by openly terminating the peace 
treaties constantly violated by the pagans. The believers are urged to march forth with the Prophet (88) for the 
Battle of Tabak in the summer of 9_A.H./631 CE. Hypocrites are exposed and their false excuses are re- 
futed. Muslims are reminded of how Allah turned the believers? initial defeat into sweeping victory at the Battle 


of Hunain and how Allah saved His Messenger (88) from the pagans during his migration to Medina. Allahs 
acceptance of repentance is echoed throughout the sürab, hence its title. 


10. Jonah Pu AE ی‎ 


(Yünus) لوتر‎ E» 


Similar to the previous strah, this Meccan sütrab emphasizes Allah $ acceptance of repentance, most notably in 
the case of the people of Jonah (verse 98). The pagan claims against the Quran are refuted both in this sirab and 
the next. The short span of this worldly life and peoples ingratitude to their Creator are elaborated upon. The 
Prophet (8E) is urged to exercise patience in the face of denial. The stories of Noahs people and Pharaoh s people 
are citied as cautionary tales to the Meccan deniers, setting the stage for more elaborate warnings in the next srah.

This Meccan shrah is named after Prophet Hid (28), whose story is mentioned in verses 30-60. More details are 
given about Noah (88) in this stirah than the previous stirah and Sirah 7. Just like the previous srah, the stories 
of destroyed disbelievers are meant to deter Arab pagans and reassure the Prophet (88) of his ultimate triumph, 
and a reference is made to the reward of the believers and the punishment of the disbelievers in the Hereafter. 
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12. Joseph Y YA UA wily و‎ 
(Yûsuf) سو رط وشت‎ 


Rightfully called ‘the best of stories,’ this uplifting Meccan srah mas revealed along with the hyo previous sArahs 
at a critical time in the life of the Prophet (Œ) folowing the death of bis wife Khadijah and bis uncle Abu Tâlib, 
his two main supporters, shortly after a 3-year boycott by the Meccan pagans to suppress the believers. This is 
the story of Joseph (88) whose half-brothers were driven by jealousy, conspiring to distance bim from bis father 
Jacob (8). Joseph was sold into slavery in Egypt, falsely accused, and imprisoned for several years, only to become 
Egypts Chief Minister. Just like Joseph (88), the Prophet (88) had to lire away from his hometown, was faced 
with false allegations and abused by his own people, but ultimately became Arabia’s undisputed leader. When tbe 
Prophet (#8) triumphed over Mecca after many years of persecution, he treated the very people who abused him 
with grace, recalling the words of Joseph when bis brothers begged for mercy in verse 92, “There is no blame on 
you today, May Allah forgive you! He is the Most Merciful of the merciful!” 


13. Thunder "ODE T و‎ 
(Ar-Ra'd) DES EXP 


This sürab, which takes its name from the thunder in verse 13, elaborates upon the last verses of the previous sirab 
(starting with 105) relating to Allahs magnificent signs in the heavens and earth which are met with neglect by the 
deniers; Allahs knowledge, might, and unwavering support for His prophets; the authenticity of the Quran; and 
warnings to the disbelievers. Fhe stirah touches on the qualities of the believers and the disbelievers and the reward 
for each. All these themes are reiterated in the next two stirabs. 


14. Abraham | 1 AEN 
(Ibrahim) Lal, 


This Meccan sfrab is named after Prophet Abraham (8) who, upon settling his wife Hagar and his son Ismael 
in what later became the city of Mecca, invokes Allah to protect his descendants from idol-worship, a practice that 
Meccans were entrenched in at the time of this revelation (verses 35-41). The strah also refers to some of Allah's 
favours, which are met with ingratitude and denial. A sizable portion reveals how the disbelievers will be let down 
by Satan and tormented in Hell, wishing they bad believed, according to the next sürab (15:2).

This Meccan sürab takes its name from the place mentioned in 80-84, where the people of Salih once lived. 
Other destroyed peoples are mentioned as a warning to Arab deniers, who are also warned at the beginning of the 
next sirah. Satan’s arrogance towards Allah and enmity towards humanity are emphasized. The Prophet (8) 
is urged to exercise patience and seek comfort in worship. 


16. Bees Y FETU 


(An-Nahl) AS سو رطا‎ 


This Meccan sárab, also known as the Srah of Blessings (Suratu An-Nt arn), takes its name from the bees men- 
tioned in verses 68-69, which are described as one of Allah’ numerous favours to humanity. Instead of showing 
gratitude to Allab for all these blessings, the pagans wilfully set up idols, associating them with Allah in worship. They 
are also condemned for burying their daughters alive (verses 58-59). References are made to grateful beltevers and un- 
grateful disbelievers along with the ultimate reward for each group. Abraham (Œ) is cited close to the end of the srah 
as a grateful servant of Allah, whose example should be emulated by all believers. The shrab concludes by instructing 
the Prophet (8) to endure patiently and invite all to the Way of Allah with wisdom and grace. 


17. The Night Journey \< PIC, 
(Al-isra’) Sy pe 


Since Abraham (88) is praised in the last verses of the previous srah as a role model for the world, this Meccan 
stirah speaks of bow the Prophet (88) is honoured in this world through the Night Journey from Mecca to Jeru- 
salem then to the heavens and back to Mecca—all in one night (verses 1 and 60). He (85) will also be honoured 
on the Day of Judgment through the station of praise where he will make intercession (verse 79). The children of 
Israel are referred to bassingly at the end of the previous sfrab, but more insights are given about them both at 
the beginning and the end of this strah. The key to success in this life and salvation in the next is encapsulated 
in a set of divine commandments (verses 22-39), along with a warning against Satan and his whispers (verses 
61-65). The stirah is critical of the pagan arguments against resurrection and their ridiculous demands (verses 
89-93). Criticism of attributing partners and children to Allah zs carried over to the next sürab. 
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18. The Cave 7 | 
(Al-Kahf) 


This Meccan stirah takes tts name from the story of the people of the cave in verses 9-26. According to Ibn Abbâs, 
the Prophet (8) was asked about the youths who bid in a cave, a king who dominated large parts of the world, 
and about the spirit, so 18:9-26, 18:83-99, and 17:85 were revealed. The Prophet (82) says in an authentic 
narration collected by At-Tirmizi, No one’s feet will move on Judgment Day until they are asked about four things: 
1) What they did in their youth. 2) How they earned and spent their wealth. 3) What they did with their knowl- 
edge. 4) And how they spent their lives.” Interestingly, these four questions correspond to the four stories mentioned 
in this strab: 1) The story of the youths and the cave. 2) The story of the wealthy man with two gardens. 3) The 
story of Moses and the man of knowledge. 4) And finally the story of Zul-Oarnain and his life and travels in the 
service of Allah. The four stories are interjected by warnings to the disbelievers and good news to the believers. Like 
the story of the people of the cave, some miraculous stories appear in the next s&rab. 


19. Mary as dcr. 
(Mariam) Sav Brow 


This Meccan stirah recounts the miraculous stories of the birth of Jesus by the virgin Mary (after whom the sürab 
is named) and the birth of Jobn the Baptist to old Zachariah and bis elderly, barren wife. Other prophets are cited 
as recipients of Allah’ favour and grace. Attributing children to Allah (verses 88-95) and denial of resurrection 
(verses 66-70) are rejected as outrageous and blasphemous. Both the end of this shrah and the beginning of the 
next one talk about the purpose of revealing the Ouran. 


20. Ta-Ha | PST T 
(Tá-Há) IL 


Since Moses (Œ) and Adam (28) are mentioned passingly in the previous sürab, their stories are recounted here 
in great detail. This Meccan sürab reassures the Prophet (8E) that the truth always prevails even against the most 
tyrannical opposition (in the form of Pharaoh) and that Allah is able to open even the hardest of hearts (in the form 
of Pharaohs magicians). Both the beginning and the end of the surab emphasize the divine nature of the Ouran 
as a source of guidance and eternal bliss. Those who turn away from the Quranic reminder are warned of misery 
in this world and horrifying punishment on the Day of Judgment. The Prophet (#8) is advised to seek comfort in 
patience and prayer against pagan denial, which is detailed at the beginning of the next stirah. 
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21. The Prophets YON th ER 
(Al-Anbiya') ass per 


Like the previous stirah, this is another Meccan sürab that aims at reassuring the Prophet (88) by reminding bim 
of Allahs grace and support to His prophets, including Abraham, Job, Jonah, Zachariah, and Jesus (x). The 
Prophet (88) zs said to be sent as a mercy to the whole world (verse 107). Warnings of the horrors of Judgment 
Day are dispersed throughout the srab and are carried over to the next stirah. 


22. The Pilgrimage aes وساب‎ 
(Al-Hajj) cb 


This Medinian sürab takes its name from the passage that talks about pilgrimage rituals (verses 25-37), along 
with condemnations to the pagans for hindering the believers from reaching the Sacred House in Mecca. After 
fifteen years of persecution, bere the believers receive the permission to fight back in self-defence (verse 39). Idolatry 
is condemned and the idols are rejected as pathetic, incapable of even creating a fly. In conclusion, the believers 
are told that they can achieve success through prayer and good deeds—a theme which extends to the beginning of 
the next stirah. l

23. The Believers 
(Al-Mu'minün) 


This Meccan sürab emphasizes that the believers are guaranteed success (verse 1), whereas the disbelievers are 
bound to fail (verse 117). Like the previous srah, it makes the case for Allah’s oneness as well as His power to 
create and resurrect. The last part is dedicated to the judgment of the believers and the disbelievers, focusing on 
the fate of the nicked who abuse the believers. This theme extends to the next sirah. 


24. The Light TT 
(An-Nür) Pre 


This Medimian — sfürab takes its name from the divine light mentioned im verses 
35-36. A large portion of this stirah deals with the issue of sexual misconduct hinted at in the previous sürab 
(23:7). The sürah also offers some guidelines to the believers on how they should have reacted to false rumours 
against Aishah, the Prophets wife. Other issues are discussed, including modesty, entering peoples homes, forced 
prostitution, hypocrisy, and false accusations of adultery. Allah’s power, compliance with His judgment, and 
obedience to the Prophet (Œ) are highly emphasized. 
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25. The Standard Ct lett ZA 
(Al-Furgán) EO) pEr 


This Meccan sirah takes its name from verses 1-6, which refute the pagan claims that the Ouran was fabricated 
and plagiarized from earlier scriptures. Other passages condemn polytheism, denial of resurrection, and mocking 
the Prophet (Œ). Allahs power, manifested in the marvels of creation and rain, is emphasized in this strab 
and the previous one. The qualities of the righteous servants of Allah are beautifully laid out in verses 63-76. 


26. The Poets a ees | "eo ur 
(Ash-Shu'ará') CE 


This Meccan sitrah takes its name from the reference to poets in verses 224-226. Since the previous stirah ends 
with a warning to the deniers of the truth, this sirah recounts several cautionary tales of destroyed deniers such as 
Pharaoh and the peoples of Noah, Shu’aib, Lot, and Salih (s). The divine origin of the Quran ts emphasized 
at both ends of the srah. The qualities of the believers mentioned in the last verse (227) are elaborated upon 
at the beginning of the next stirah. 


27. The Ants vieta ewe 
(An-Naml) BU | DAL 


This Meccan sürab narrates the encounters of Solomon (88) with ants (hence the strah’s name ), a hoopoe, and 
the Queen of Sheba—which do not appear in any other sirah. Allahs power to create and provide is contrasted 
with the powerlessness of the idols. Some deterring examples are given to the pagans, along with a warning of the 
horrors of the apocalypse. The Prophet (88) is reassured of the truth of the Ouran and told that his duty is only 
7o deliver the message. Judgment rests with Allah alone. 


28. The Whole Story Eu META 
(Al-Qasas) gen شور أ‎ 


in 26:18-19, Pharaoh reminds Moses (Œ) of his up-bringing in the care of Pharaoh and how Moses (38) 
killed an Egyptian (accidentally). Unlike the previous stirab, this Meccan stirah focuses on these two aspects of 
Moses’ ife in Egypt, along with bis escape to Median where he met his future wife. Another aspect is the story of 
Korah, one of the people of Moses, who behaved arrogantly, leading to his own destruction. Just like the previous 
shrah, it reaffirms Allahs power and the authenticity of the Quran. Again, the Prophet (88) is reminded that his 
duty is not to convert, but to convey. After criticizing the polytheists (verses 45-75), the sirab concludes by bidding 
the Prophet (Œ) to be steadfast. The next strah starts off by talking about steadfastness. 
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29. The Spider 
(Al-Ankabüt) 


This Meccan sárab takes its name from the parable of the spider in verse 41. The beginning of the sárab 
emphasizes the role of trials and tribulations in revealing those who are truly steadfast and those who are not. 
Noah, Abraham, Lot, and Sbu'aib (8) are noted for their perseverance. References are made to various peoples 
and the different ways they were destroyed for their denial of the truth (verse 40). The pagan arguments against 
the Prophet and the Quran are thoroughly refuted. The sfirab concludes by commending those who put their trust 
in Allah and strive in His cause. This conclusion paves the way for the opening of the next srah.

This Meccan sürab takes its name from the reference to the Romans in verse 2. The world's superpowers in the 
early 7” century were the Roman Byzantine and Persian Empires. When they went to war in 614 C.E., the 
Romans suffered a devastating defeat. The Meccan pagans rejoiced at the defeat of the Roman Christians at the 
hands of the Persian pagans. Soon verses 30:1-5 were revealed, stating that the Romans would be victorious in 
three to nine years. Eight years later, the Romans won a decisive battle against the Persians, reportedly on the same 
day the Muslims vanquished the Meccan army at the Battle of Badr. As the sirah progresses, several blessings 
and natural signs are cited to prove Allah’ infinite mercy and power, coupled with condemnations fo the pagans 
for their ingratitude and for associating powerless idols with Allah in worship. lhe srah closes by bidding the 
Prophet (88) not to be disheartened by what the deniers say. 


31. Luqman | We 
(Lugmán) e DL

This Meccan sfirab is named after Jl ugmán, a wise African man who is quoted giving preces of advice to bts son 
(verses 12—19) on one’s relationship with Allah and the people. While the believers are praised, the pagans are 
condemned for their ingratitude, distracting others from the Way of Allah, and for setting up idols as His equals. 
Similar to the previous sirah, references are made to Allah’ natural marvels, challenging the deniers to point out 
anything their gods have created. The srah concludes by warning humanity of the Day of Judgment, ushering 
in the next sftrab.

32. The Prostration SOA !z TU 


(As-Sajdah) DI 


This Meccan strab, which takes its name from the prostrations of the believers in worship mentioned in verse 
15, makes it clear that the Ouran is a divine revelation and that Almighty Allah is the sole Creator, most 
capable of resurrection. Similar to the previous strah, a reference is made to the qualities of the believers and 
the disbehevers and the reward awaiting each. Both the end of this stirab and the beginning of the next urge the 
Prophet (8) to turn away from the deniers and not yield to them. 


33. The Enemy Alliance Ape ve 
(Al-Ahzáb) SETS 


This Medinian srah fakes its name from the enemy alliance (mentioned in verses 9—27) which laid a siege around 
Medina during the Battle of tbe Trench in 5 A.H./627. CE. While the believers are reminded of Allab aid 
against the enemy alliance, the hypocrites are condemned repeatedly. The sürab provides social guidelines regarding 
adoption, divorce, modesty, and the etiquette of dealing with the Prophet (88) and his wives. In view of Allahs 
Javours to the believers (including His forgiveness and generous reward at the end of the shrah), the next sürab starts 


off with praises to Alah. 
34. Sheba E eit 
(Saba') facio dp ; 


Ibis Meccan srah takes its name from the reference to the people of Sheba (verses 15-20) who were punished 
for meeting Allah’ favours with ingratitude. Both David (&) and Solomon (£) are ated as grateful servants of 
Allah. The Meccan pagans are reminded that only faith can bring them closer to Allah, not their wealth. They 
are criticized for calling the Prophet (88) ‘Insane’ and are warned of punishment in this life and the next. Both 
the last part of this surah (verses 4041) and the beginning of the next (verse 1) reaffirm the angels as Allah's 


faithful servants. 
35. The Originator a le oe 
mae t id 3

Ibis Meccan strab demonstrates Allah’ infinite power through the marvels of His creation, in contrast with the 
powerlessness of the pagan idols. The Prophet (88) is consoled by the fact that many prophets were denied before 
him. The believers are promised of a great reward in Paradise (verses 31-35), while the disbelievers are warned of a 
scathing punishment in Hell (verses 36-39). All these themes are echoed in the next sürab. 
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36. Yà-Sin pore 
(Yá-Sin) d oco 


This Meccan srah emphasizes the divine nature and purpose of tbe Quran. The Arab pagans are reminded 
of the fate of earlier disbelievers and condemned for following Satan, denying the Resurrection, discrediting the 
Ouran, and rejecting the Prophet (88) as ‘a poet.’ Similar to the next stirah, some examples of Allah’ wonders 
of creation are cited to prove His ability to bring the dead back to life. 


37. Those Angels’ 


Lined up in Ranks LC ECA pP 


(As-Saffat) 
For the most part, this Meccan stirah explains verse j^ from the previous stirab: "Have the deniers not con- 
sidered how many peoples We destroyed before them ...2". Hence, several examples of destroyed disbelievers are 


cited here, including the peoples of Noah, Lot, and Islas (2). Some basic truths are emphasized, including the 
oneness of Allah, the Resurrection, and the prophethood of Muhammad (38). The pagans are criticized for 
calling the Prophet (8) ‘a mad poet’ and for claiming that the angels are Allahs daughters. This shrab provides 
more details on the punishment of the disbelievers and the reward of the believers in the Hereafter (verses 19-68). 

In conclusion, the Prophet (8) zs reassured that Allah s messengers always prevail. | 


38. Sad ne. Sed 


(Süd) Voc Bi v 


This stirab is perceived as a continuation of the previous sfirab since it mentions some prophets that are not men- 
tioned there—such as David, Solomon, and Job ($è). Again, the pagans are condemned for denying the oneness 
of Allah, rejecting the Prophet (85) as ‘a magician, a total har,’ and for claiming that the world was created 
without purpose. Reference is made to the creation of Adam (88) and the enmity Satan bas for bim and bis 
descendants (verses 71-85), and the punishment awaiting the misleaders and their followers (verses 55-64), con- 
trasted with the bliss in store for the righteous (verses 49-54). The end of this stirah emphasizes the universality 
of the Ouran whereas the beginning of the next speaks of its divine nature. 


39. The ‘Successive’ Groups L23182 E و سے مہ‎ 
(Az-Zumar) D 


This Meccan sürab builds on the story of the creation of Adam in the previous stirah by referring to the creation 
of Adam's spouse, and how their descendants were created in the womb, developing in successive stages. Some of 
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those descendants choose to be faithful and grateful to their Creator, while others choose not to. Eventually, following 
a fair judgment, the former will be led to their places in Paradise and the latter to their places in Hell—each in 
successive groups (hence the strab’s name). Allahs willingness to forgive sins is highly emphasized in the last part 
of this sirah and the besinning of the next. 


40. The Forgiver eT e 
(Gháfir) DIE Sp 


In essence, this Meccan surab emphasizes the main concepts bigbhgbted both in the previous and following sh- 
rabs—namily Allah being infinite in mercy and severe in punishment, and humanity being either grateful or 
ungrateful to their Lord along with the reward that ensues. All this is embodied in the story of Moses (verses 23- 
54)—wnith Pharaoh as the ungrateful disbeliever and an unidentified man from Pharaob’s people as the grateful 
believer. The Prophet (8) is repeatedly advised to be patient, keeping in mind that Allah never lets His prophets 
down (verses 51 and 77). 
41. Verses.

This Meccan — sürab, which takes its name from the description of the Ouran 

verse 3, rebukes the pagans for turning away from the truth; abusing the Ouran; and for denying Allah, the sole 
Creator of the heavens and the earth. The deniers are warned that their own bodily organs will testify against them 
on Judgment Day, landing them in Hell forever. Reference to the destruction of the arrogant, ungrateful peoples 
of ‘Ad and Thamid is made because the pagan Arabs used to pass by their ruins on their journeys to Syria and 
Yemen, respectively. 4 profound description of the righteous is given in verses 30-36. The truth of the Quran is 
emphasized at the end of this sirah and the beginning of the next. 


42. Consultation 
(Ash-Shüra) 


This Meccan särab takes its name from verse 38 which talks about conducting affairs by mutual consultation 
as one of the qualities of the true believers. The stirah emphasizes that Allah has decreed for Muslims the same 
religion ordained for all the previous prophets. The believers are commanded to resort to Allahs judgment if 
disagreement arises. Allahs oneness, power, and wisdom are emphasized as the pagans’ faith in powerless idols 
is condemned. Both the end of this sürab and the beginning of the next stress the fact that the Ouran bas been 
revealed by Allah, 
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43. Ornaments yi P وب‎ 
(Az-Zukhruf) COAT i$ ee 


This Meccan sárab takes its name from the ornaments mentioned in verse 35. The pagans are scorned for fol- 
lowing their forefathers blindly, labelling the angels as Allahs daughters, claiming that Muhammad (8) is not 
worthy to receive revelations because he is not rich, and for associating idols with Allah in worship, although they 
admit that He is the sole Creator of the heavens and the earth. Similar to the next srah, the pagans are warned 
of a horrifying punishment in Hell and the believers are promised a great reward in Paradise. 


44. The Haze Tee 
(Ad-Dukhán) e EM tie 


This Meccan srah takes its name from the haze (caused by drought), which is mentioned in verse 10. Similar to 
the previous sürah, the Meccan pagans are equated with Pharaohs people for going back on their promise of full 
submission to Allah once the plague is removed from them. The Quran is said to have been revealed on a blessed 
night for the guidance of humanity. Those who embrace its guidance will be honoured in Paradise and those who 
reject it will be debased in Hell. This fate is the underlying theme in the next sürab. 


45. The Kneeling is quie 
(Al-Játhiyah) GG > 


This Meccan sürab, which takes its name from the kneeling of every faith-community on Judgment Day men- 
tioned in verse 28, is critical of those who turn away from Allah’ revelations, deny the Resurrection, ridicule 
the truth, and fail to appreciate Allahs countless favours and marvels of creation. The dreadful judgment of 
these deniers 25 featured in the last part of the sürab. AU these themes are emphasized in the next stirab as well. 


46. The Sand-Hills (es sass yD 
(Al-Ahgáf) c 8 


This Meccan sürab takes its name from tbe sand-hills mentioned zn verse 21 in the story of the people of Hud 
(8E) who were destroyed for their disbelief, even though they were far superior to the Arab pagans (verses 21-28). 
Again, Allahs infinite power is contrasted with the powerlessness of the idols. The pagan arguments against the 
Quran and the Resurrection are refuted, and reference 1s made to a group of jinn who readily embraced the truth 
onte they beard the Prophets recitation of the Quran. The Prophet (85) is urged to be patient, and reminded of 
the fate awaiting those who challenge the truth at the end of this sfirab and the beginning of the next. 
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47. Muhammad 
(Muhammad) > po 


This Medinian sürab, which takes its title from the Prophets name in verse 2, discusses the etiquette of fighting in 
the battlefield. The faithful believers are promised different types of rivers and fruits in Paradise, whereas the dis- 
believers and the hypocrites are warned of an evil fate. To preserve the reward of their good deeds, the believers are 
urged to strive in the Way of Allah and donate in His cause, culminating in the clear triumph in the next sirah. 


48. The Triumph VAG pU 
(Al-Fath) an Pape 


This Medinian stirab takes its name from the clear triumph (i.e., Treaty of Hudaibiyah ) in verse 1. The Prophet (E) 
and 1400 of his companions travelled to Mecca to perform the minor pilgrimage ( umrah) in 6 A.H./628 CE. 
He (88) sent Uthmin ibn ’Affan to let the Meccans know that the Muslims bad come in peace, only to visit the 
Sacred House. When the Meccans delayed "Ütbmán, the Prophet (88) thought they might have killed his envoy. So 
he (8) called upon the faithful to pledge allegiance to him under a tree at H udaibzyab in the outskirts of Mecca. 
Shortly after, "Utbmán returned safely and a peace agreement was signed by the Muslims and Meccan pagans, 
stating in part that the Muslims would have to return to Medina and come back next year for ’umrah. The Treaty 
of Hudaibiyah is described as a clear triumph since it established peace, temporarily diffused the tension between the 
Muslims and the Meccan pagans, and gave the Muslims plenty of time to spread awareness and understanding of 
their faith. Thousands from different tribes accepted Islam during that truce. The stirah commends the believers jor 
proving true to Allah and His Messenger, criticizes the hypocrites for not marching forth with the Prophet (8), and 
condemns the pagans for denying the believers access to the Sacred House. The description of the true behevers both 
in the Torah and the Gospel is given at the end of the sttrab, followed by instructions on proper conduct nith the 
Prophet (88) and other believers in the next stirah. 


49. The Private Quarters e ya -M ور‎ 
(Al-Hujurát) DL 


This Medintan sfirab, which takes its name from the reference to the Prophets private quarters in verse 4, in- 
structs the believers on the proper conduct towards the Prophet (verses 1-5) and the social etiquette of dealing with 
other believers (verses 6-12) and the rest of humanity (verse 13). At the end of the sürab, the nomadic Arabs 
are taught that true faith is proven by action not only words. 
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50. Qàf m 
(Qàf) Pb v 


Since the previous sfirab primarily addresses the believers, this sirah mainly talks about the disbelievers —par- 
ticularly the deniers of resurrection. References are made to earlier destroyed deniers and Allah $ infinite power 
to prove His ability to create and resurrect. The deniers of resurrection are told what to expect after death and 
judgment. The Prophet (#8) is urged to be steadfast. The certainty of the Hereafter is emphasized both at the end 
of this sürah and the beginning of the next. 


51. Scattering Winds Slay ied d Lr P. 
(Az-Záriyát) Cb 


Like the previous srah, this Meccan sürab makes the case for the Resurrection, ating some of Allah’ natural signs in 
the universe to prove His ability to bring the dead back life. Several examples are given of the deniers of judgment who 
were destroyed, which contrast with the reward of the believers. The Prophet (8) is urged to carry on reminding. Both 
the end of this shrab and the beginning of the next pose a warning of the Day of Judgment. 


52. Mount Tur + يوا‎ 
(At-Tar) سور الود‎ 


This Meccan sárab takes its name from verse 1, where Allah swears by Mount Tir, among other things, that the 
Day of Judgment is inevitable. The punishment of those skeptical of judgment is described, followed by a detailed 
description of the reward of the believers along with their offspring (verses1 7-28). Atheism is also rejected (verses 
25-36). The Prophet (#8) is reassured of Allah’s support, while the pagan beliefs and arguments are refuted both 
in this stirah and the next. 


53. The Stars 
(An-Najm) 


This Meccan sitrah takes its name from the reference to the fading of the stars in the first verse (as well as the last 
verse of the previous strah). The divine source of the Prophet's message is emphasized, followed by reference to his 
ascension to heaven during the Night Journey (see the introduction to Sirah 17). The pagans are condemned for 
associating idols with Allah in worship and for claiming that the angels are Allah’s daughters. Manifestations of 
Allahs infinite power are cited to prove His ability to resurrect. Both the end of this sfrab and the beginning of 
the next stress the imminence of the Hour. 
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54. The Moon bius Ii 5 
(Al-Qamar) OA IO) سو‎ 


This Meccan sirah, which fakes its name from the spitting of the moon mentioned in verse 1, criticizes the dis- 
believers for rejecting warnings of the fast-approaching I lour. The pagans are warned of a dreadful fate similar to 
that of earlier disbelievers, who were mentioned passingly in the previous surab (53:50-54). The stirah concludes 
by announcing that the righteous will be honoured in the presence of the Almighty, which is the highlight of the 
next sirah. 
55. The Most Compassionate 
(Ar-Rahmán) 


This Meccan strab is a call to humans and jinn to acknowledge Allah’s infinite blessings, hence the recurring 
question: “Then which of your Lords favours will you both deny?” which is repeated thirty-one times. Life on 
earth will come to an end, ushering in the Day of Judgment, where people will be classified into three groups based 
on their deeds and consequent rewards: the disbelievers (verses 21-45), the best of the believers (verses 46-61), 
and the average believers (verses 62-78). 


56. The Inevitable Event Ace = f T و‎ 
(AI-Wáqi'ah) EWIE 


This Meccan sirah is identical to the previous one in classifying people into three groups on Judoment Day and 
discussing bow Allahs blessings are taken for granted. These blessings should be seen as a proof of His ability 
to raise the dead for judgment. Moreover, references are made to the creation of the buman race, the divine nature 
of the Quran, and the horrors of the apocalypse. Allah is glorified in the last verse of this stirab and the first 


verse of the next strab. 
57. Iron و سروت‎ 
(Al-Hadid) OTH 5x È 


This Medinian sirah, which takes its name from the reference to iron in verse 25, is an invitation to strive in 
Allah’ cause and spend in His Way. Similar to the next sttrab, a strong emphasis 1s placed on Allahs knowledge 
and power. It is made clear that Allah is able fo revive faith in the hearts of the believers just as He can revive 
the earth after its death. The believers are advised regarding destiny and the life of this world, while the hypocrites 
are warned of the evil fate awaiting them. Some prophets are mentioned passingly before making a final invitation 


to the People of the Book to bekere in Allah and His Prophet (8). 
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58. The Pleading Woman ^i isi 5 
(Al-Mujdadilah) C 


A companion named Khawlah bint Thbalabah had a disagreement with ber husband, Aws ibn As-Sdamit, who then 
told her that she was as unlawful for him as the zabr (back) of his mother. This statement had been considered to be a 
form of divorce (known as zihûr) in Arabia. Khawlah came to the Prophet (8) to ask for bis opinion. He (88) told 
her that he had not received any revelation in this regard, and that, based on tradition, she was divorced. She argued 
that she and her husband had children together who would suffer if their parents were separated. Then she started 
to plead to Allah as the Prophet (88) repeated the same answer. Fiventually, this Medinian stirah was revealed in 
response to her pleas, thereby abolishing this ancient practice. The sürab emphasizes Allahs infinite Rnonledge and 
overwhelming power, and makes tt clear that those who ally themselves with Allah and comply with His orders are 
bound to prevail, whereas those who challenge Him and ally themselves with His enemies will be debased and van- 
guished. This concept is elaborated upon in the next srah (verses 59:1-4 and 11-17). 


59. The Banishment pa 5 
(Al-Hashr) cer mibi di p 


This Medintan srah takes tts name from verse 2, which refers to the exile of the Jewish tribe of Banu An- 
Nadir from Medina for conspiring with the Meccan pagans to violate peace agreements with the Muslims. The 
hypocrites are condemned for their secret alliance with Banu An-Nadir. Some instructions are given regarding the 
distribution of the spoils of war. The sürab closes by stressing unwavering obedience to Almighty Allah, which 1s 
further emphasized at the beginning of the next sttrah. 


60. The Test of Faith beo 
(Al-Mumtahanah) | Vesp Py 


This Medinian sürab was revealed prior to the Prophets conquest of Mecca following the pagans’ violation of 
the peace treaty they had signed with the Muslims at Hudaibiyab. Despite the Prophets orders to keep this plan 
secret, a companion by the name of Hátib ibn Abi Balta ab sent a warning letter to the Meccans, hoping that in 
turn they would protect his family-—dmbo were still in Mecca—ain case the Muslims failed to enter the city. Soon the 
Prophet (28) received a revelation about what Hatib did. The letter was intercepted, and Hátib was later forgiven. 
Mecca surrendered peacefully to the Muslims, and its residents were pardoned by the Prophet (88). Muslims are 
instructed to be loyal to Allah and fellow believers, following the example of Prophet Abraham (28) (verses 4-6). 
The believers are not forbidden from courtesy to non-Muslim as long as they are not persecuting Muslims (verses 
8-9). This stirah takes its name from testing the faith of women fleeing Mecca by asking them, for example, if 
they have emigrated for Islam or only to be separated from their pagan husbands (verse 10). Other instructions to 
the believers are given at the end of this sirab and the beginning of the next sürab. 


61. The ‘Solid’ Ranks p "3 
(As-Saff) 


The believers are instructed to strive in Allah’s cause in solid battle formations (verse 4), hence the name of this 
Medinian stirah. The disciples of Jesus, who stood up for Allah, are cited as an example for the believers to 
emulate. The believers are reassured that the truth will prevail despite the disbelievers? unrelenting plots against 
it, Those who stand up for Allah are promised great rewards in both worlds. The next stirab provides more 
instructions to the believers. 


62. Friday Congregation LET 
(Al-Jumu’ah) Ra Bo 


This sérab and the previous one have much in common. Both start by praising Allab. Those among the Jews 
who harmed Moses (88), according to the previous stirab (61:5), are criticized bere for not upholding the Torah 
(verse 5). Since the disciples of Jesus (E) are commended in the previous sürab (61:14), the companions of 
Muhammad (8) are honoured in this súrah (verses 2-4). The Prophet (Œ) is foretold by Jesus (58) in the 
previous sfirab (61:6) and is presented in this sirah as Allah's favour to the believers. Similar to the previous 
sürab, some instructions are given to the believers—this time, regarding the Friday congregation (verse 2), which 
gives this Medinian surah its name. 


63. The Hypocrites 


(Al-Munáfiqün) (3585 Upper 


Similar to the two previous sftrabs, this Medinian sürab closes by offering more advice to the believers. The hypocrites 
are rebuked for hindering others from the path of Allah and discouraging people from donating in His cause. In 
contrast, the believers are advised to donate before they are overtaken by death—a reality that can come at any time.

This Medinian súrah takes its name from the reference to tbe Day of Judgment in verse 9, where people are 
divided into winners and losers. Since the last súrah closes by urging the believers to donate before they are over- 
taken by death, this ssrab opens by emphasizing Allahs power to create and His ability to bring the dead back 
to life for judgment. The sürab concludes by DPA the believers to spend in the cause of Allah, and not be 
discouraged by concerns for their spouses and children. The rights of spouses and children after divorce are laid 
out in the next sirah.

This Medinian shrah outlines the manner of divorce and accommodation of divorced women and their young 
children (verses 1-7). Those who comply with Allah’ commands are promised a great reward, whereas those who 
defy Him are warned of the fate of those who were destroyed before. Complying with Allahs orders is elaborated 
upon in the next strap.

This Medinian sürab deals with an incident that happened within the Prophets household. The Prophet (88) used 
to visit all of bis waves in the evening. It so happened that be stayed longer than usual at the home of Zainab bint 
Jahsh, where be was offered honey—something he liked very much. Out of jealousy, two other wives (Hafsah and 
Aishah) agreed between themselves to tell the Prophet (88), when be visited each of them, that bis mouth gave off a 
bad smell, knowing that be GE) did not ike bad smells. Eventually, the Prophet made an oath that be would never 
eat honey again, and told Hafsab not to tell anyone about this. But she told Aishah that their plan worked. Both 
wives are subtly advised to learn from the example of the two beleving women mentioned at the end of the shrab— 
Mary and Asiyah, the wife of Pharaoh—and take a lesson from the fate of the wives of Noah and Lot, who were 
both destroyed despite being wives of prophets. The behevers are urged in this srah to mend their ways and genuinely 
repent to Allah in order to win His eternal reward, whereas the disbelievers are warned of a horrible fate. 1 be fate 
of the disbehevers is elaborated upon in the next sürab. | 


67. All Authority , DM Pe 
(Al-Mulk) | a 
This Meccan sürab stresses that Allahs infinite power 1s manifested through His perfect creation. [hose who 
disbelieve in Allah and deny the Resurrection mill be regretful in Hell, whereas those in awe of their Lord will 
be richly rewarded in Paradise. Allah’ absolute authority is contrasted with the powerlessness of false gods. The 


fact that there is no protection from Allah’ torment is emphasized in this sérab (verses 20, 21, and 30) and 
the next (68:1 7-33).

In this Meccan sfrab, the Prophets heart is reassured and his character is highly praised. He ($) is advised to be 
steadfast and not to yield to the pagans who reject his message and call him insane. The pagans are warned of an evil 
fate in this world and tbe Hereafter.

The pagan arguments against the Prophet (2) and the 
Quran are thoroughly refuted (verses 38-52). The horrors of the apocalypse are further described in the next surah.

This Meccan srah describes bow Noah (38) strived to deliver the message to his people for 950 years (correspond- 
ing to the total number of Arabic letters in this strah).

But bis people persisted in dental, only fo perish in the 
Flood. The stubbornness of the Arab pagans in the previous sürab and the long denial of the people of Noah in 
this srah are contrasted with bom some jinn instantly believed once they heard the truth in the next sürab.

I ater, this Meccan sürab was revealed, 
urging him (E) to shoulder the responsibility of delivering the message. Allah promises to deal with the pagan 
tyrants who oppose the truth, defame the Ouran, and ridicule warnings of Hell. The pagan dental of the Here-

In a hadith collected by At-Tirmizi a blind man by the name of Abdulláh ibn um Maktim, an early Muslim, 
came to the Prophet (Œ) seeking to learn more about the faith, while the Prophet (38) was in the middle of a 
discussion nith an elite Meccan pagan, trying to convince him to abandon bis idols and believe in the One True 
God. “Abdullah was so impatient that be interrupted the discussion several times. The Prophet (8&) frowned and 
turned all bis attention to the man be was already talking to. This Meccan sürab was later revealed, telling the 
Prophet (38) that be should bave tended to the faithful man who was eager to learn. After this stirah was revealed, 
the Prophet (85) would honour Abdullah, calling him ‘the man for whom my Lord rebuked me.’ He (38) even 
appointed him several times as his deputy over Medina. The stirah calls upon the ungrateful disbehevers to reflect 
on bow Allab produces plants out of the earth to realize bow He can bring the dead out of their graves. The 
description of the horrors of the apocalypse is carried over to the next sürab.

The shrah closes by stating that the 
disbelievers will be paid back for making fun of the believers.

The beginning of this Meccan passage condemns the rere of the Christians of Najran (a city on the 
border of Yemen and Saudi Arabia) at the bands of the pagans around 524 C.E. The tyrants are warned of 
the torment of burning, whereas the believers are promised a great reward in Paradise. Both this sirab and the 
next swear by the towering sky, emphasize Allah’ infinite power, pose a warning to the evildoers, and stress the

In this Meccan sfirab, an oath is made that whatever a person does is recorded by vigilant angels and that the 
Resurrection is as easy for Allah as the first creation.

Some scholars believe that this encounter is the fulfilment of 1saiab 29:12, which states, “Then the book will be 
given to the one who is illiterate, saying, "Read this.’ And he will say, T cannot read.” (The New American Standard 
Bible). The rest of the stirah was later revealed to deter Abu Jabi, a Meccan pagan elite, from abusing the Prophet (8).

Since the previous shrah commemorates the first revelation, this Meccan surah celebrates the glorious night the 
Ouran was revealed, which is believed to be the night of Ramadan 27, 610 C.E. The reason why the Prophet

Since the Prophets sons died in childhood, AlAs 
ibn W'á'il, an infamous Meccan pagan, used to say that Muhammad (#8) would be forgotten because be had 
no son to carry his name. Today, ‘Muhammad’ 1s the most common name in the world, whereas the name of 
AlAs is barely mentioned. The Prophet (88) is ordered to be devoted to Allah alone, which is the underlying 
theme of the next sirah. XLIX

It is reported that the pagans offered to worship Allah alone for one year, provided that the Prophet (Æ) 
worshipped their multiple gods for a year.

Like the previous strah, this Medinian sürab is a supplication against the evil of humans and jinn. This final 
shrab emphasizes the fact that Allah is the Lord and Master of all and that He is the only One to be called 
upon jor help, which connects full circle with the central theme of the first srab of the Ouran.

SÜRAHS BY THEMES 
The Quran has three main themes: 


C Doctrine (e.g., acts of worship, human interactions, family relations, and business trans- 
actions), which focuses mainly on a Muslim’s relationship with Allah, other people, and the rest of 
Allah's creation. 


Z Stories (e.g., the story of Moses, Noah, and Sálih), which served two purposes: to reassure the 
Prophet's heart, as he (#8) was met with rejection in Mecca, and as cautionary tales for the pagans (see 
11:120-123). Other stories (e.g., Joseph and Job) focus on moral lessons. 


Xt The Unseen (e.g., the belief in Allah and His qualities, as well as angels, resurrection, 
judgment, etc.), which reaffirms one's faith in the divine through one's heart, not eyes.

Warning of Judgment Day 

6. O believers! Protect yourselves 
and your families from a Fire whose 
fuel is people and stones, overseen 
by formidable and severe angels, 
who never disobey whatever Allah 
orders—always doing as command- 
ed.

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1196 Meaning, when a husband intends to divorce his wife—after the consummation of marriage—he should divorce her outside her monthly cycle, 
provided that he has not touched her after her period. This makes it easy for the wife to observe her 'iddah (waiting period for around three 
months, see 65:4). Otherwise, things will be complicated for her. For example, if divorce happens after sexual intercourse, she might get preg- 
nant, which delays the end of "iddah until the end of her pregnancy. If divorce happens during a monthly cycle, scholars are in disagreement as 
to whether the divorce counts or not. If it does not, she has to wait until her menstruation is over to see if her husband still wants to divorce her. 

1197 Perhaps the husband who has divorced his wife may change his mind and restore the marriage before the end of her waiting period (after the 
first or second count of divorce).

Unconditional Obedience

The Case of Zaid

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chosen you, and laid upon you no 
hardship in the religion—the way of 
your forefather Abraham. ‘It 1s Al- 
lah" Who named you ‘the ones who 
submit? "in the" earlier ‘Scriptures’ 
and m this ‘Quran’, so that the Mes- 
senger may be a witness over you, 
and that you may be witnesses over 
humanity. So establish prayer, pay 
alms-tax, and hold fast to Allah. He 
“alone” is your Guardian. What an

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Surely it 1s all “written” in a Record. 
That is certainly easy for Allah. 


Almighty Allah or False Allahs? 
71. Yet they worship besides Allah

Allah's Power 

61. That is because Allah causes the 
night to merge into the day, and the 
day into the night. Indeed, Allah is 
All-Hearing, All-Seeing. 62. That is 
because Allah “alone” is the Truth 
and what they invoke besides Him is 
falsehood, and Allah ‘alone’ is tru- 
ly the Most High, All-Great.

Surely the wrongdoers are totally en- 
grossed in opposition. 54. "This is’ 
also so that those gifted with knowl- 
edge would know that this ‘reve- 
lation’ is the truth from your Lord, 
so they have faith in it, and so their 
hearts would submit humbly to it. 
And Allah surely guides the believers 
to the Straight Path. 55. Yet the dis- 
believers will persist in doubt about 
this ‘revelation’ until the Hour takes 
them by surprise, or the torment of a 
terminating^"^ Day comes to them.

"They are’ those who, if 
established in the land by Us, would 
perform prayer, pay alms-tax, en- 
courage what is good, and forbid 
what is evil. And with Allah rests the 
outcome of all affairs. 


Warning to Meccan Pagans 

42. If they deny you "O Prophet’, so 
did the people of Noah before them, as 
well as ‘the tribes of "Ad and Thamüd, 
43. the people of Abraham, 4he people 
of Lot, 44. and the residents of Midian. 
And Moses was denied ‘too’. But I de- 
layed "the fate of the disbelievers “until 
their appointed time" then seized them. 
And how severe was My response! 
45. Many are the societies We have de- 
stroyed for persisting in wrongdoing,

Purpose of Sacrificial Animals 

36. We have made sacrificial camels 
‘and cattle’ among the symbols of 
Allah, in which there is “much” good 
for you.

Once they have 
fallen ‘lifeless’ on their sides, you 
may eat from their meat, and feed the 
needy—those who do not beg, and 
those who do. In this way We have 
subjected these ‘animals’ to you so 
that you may be grateful. 37. Neither 
their meat nor blood reaches Allah. 
Rather, it is your piety that reaches 
Him. This is how He has subjected 
them to you so that you may pro- 
claim the greatness of Allah for what 
He has guided you to, and give good 
news to the good-doers. 
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Permission to Fight in Self-Defence [> 
38. Indeed, Allah defends those fe 


grateful. 39. Permission ‘to fight 
back’ is "hereby" granted to those 
being fought, for they have been 
wronged.*? And Allah is truly Most 
Capable of helping them ‘prevail’. 
40. “They are’ those who have been 
expelled from their homes for no 
reason other than proclaiming:

And whoever 
honours the symbols of Allah, it is 
certainly out of the piety of the heart. 
33. You may benefit from sacrificial 
animals for an appointed term,?"

Good News for the Humble 
34. For every community We ap- 
pointed a rite of sacrifice so that they 
may pronounce the Name of Allah 
over the sacrificial animals He has 
provided for them. For your God is 
only One God, so submit yourselves 
to Him 'alone'. And give good news 
“O Prophet’ to the humble: 35. those 
whose hearts tremble at the remem- 
brance of Allah, who patiently en- 
dure whatever may befall them, 


from the Way of Allah and from 
the Sacred Mosque9'— which We 
have appointed for all people, resi- 
dents and visitors alike—along with 
whoever intends to deviate by doing 
wrong in it, We will cause them to 
taste a painful punishment. 


The Pilgrimage 

26. And 'remember' when We as- 
signed to Abraham the site of the 
House, “saying,” “Do not assoeiate 
anything with Me ‘in worship” and 
purify My House for those who cir- 
cle ‘the Ka’bah’, stand "in prayer’, 
and bow and prostrate themselves.

He was later carried to the heavens (this journey is called Ai-Mi'ráj, or the Ascension) 
where he received direct orders from Allah to observe five daily prayers. The Ascension is referred to in 53:13-18.

When they believed, We 
lifted from them the torment of dis- 
grace in this world and allowed them 
enjoyment for a while.“ 


Conviction, Not Compulsion 

99. Had your Lord so willed 'O 
Prophet’, all people” on earth would 
have certainly believed, every sin- 
gle one of them! Would you then 
force people to become believers? 
100. It is not for any soul to believe 
except by Allah's leave, and He will 
bring His wrath upon those who are 
unmindful.

Allah's Grace to the Israelites 

93. Indeed, We settled the Chil- 
dren of Israel in a blessed land, 
and granted them good, lawful pro- 
visions. They did not differ until 
knowledge caine to them.^" Surely 
your Lord will judge between them 
on the Day of Judgment regarding 
their differences. 


Confirming the Truth 

94. If you "O Prophet’ are in doubt 
about “these stories’ that We have 
revealed to you, then ask those who 
read the Scripture before you. The 
truth has certainly come to you from 
your Lord, so do not be one of those 
who doubt, 95. and do not be one of 
those who deny Allah’s signs or you 
will be one of the losers.^? 


Jonah's People Spared from Torment 
96. Indeed, those against whom Al- 
lah's deeree ‘of torment’ is justified 
will not believe— 97. even if every 
sign were to come to them—until 
they see the painful punishment. 
98. If only there had been a society

89. Allah responded ‘to Moses and 
Aaron’, “Your prayer is answered! 
So be steadfast and do not follow the 
way of those who do not know.” 


End of Pharaoh 

90. We brought the Children of Isra- 
el across the sea. Then Pharaoh and 
his soldiers pursued them unjustly 
and oppressively. But as Pharaoh 
was drowning, he cried out, “I be- 
lieve that there is no god except that 
in whom the Children of Israel be- 
lieve, and I am ‘now’ one of those 
who submit" 91. “He was told, 
“Now “you believe’? But you al- 
ways disobeyed and were one of the 
corruptors. 


“Bring me every skilled magician.” 
80. When the magicians came, 
Moses said to them, “Cast what- 
ever you wish to cast!" 81. When 
they did, Moses said, “What you 
have produced is mere magic, AI- 
lah will surely make it useless, for 
Allah certainly does not set right 
the work of the corruptors. 82. And 
Allah establishes the truth by His 
Words—even to the dismay of the 
wicked.” 


A Few Believers 
83. But no one believed in Moses 
except a few youths of his people, 
while fearing that Pharaoh and their 
own chiefs might persecute them. 
And certainly Pharaoh was a tyrant in 
the land, and he was truly a transgres- 
sor. 84. Moses said, “O my people! If 
you do believe in Allah and submit 
‘to His Will’, then put your trust in 
Him.” 85. They replied, “In Allah we 
trust. Our Lord! Do not subject us 
to the persecution of the oppressive 
people, 86. and deliver us by Your 
mercy from the disbelieving people.” 


Power of Prayer 
87. We revealed to Moses and his 
brother, ‘“Appomt houses for your 
people in Egypt. 
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so We saved him and those with him 
in the Ark and made them successors, 
and drowned those who rejected Our 
signs. See then what was the end of 
those who had been warned! 


Messengers After Noah 
74. Then after him We sent ‘other’ mes- 
sengers to their own’ people and they 
came to them with clear proofs. But they 
would not believe in what they had re- 
jected before. This is how We seal the 
hearts of the transgressors. 


Moses and Aaron 

75. Then after these “messengers’ 
We sent Moses and Aaron to Pha- 
raoh and his chiefs with Our signs. 
But they behaved arrogantly and 
were a wicked people. 76. When 
the truth came to them from Us, 
they said, “This is certainly pure 
magic!” 77. Moses responded, “Is 
this what you say about the truth 
when it has come to you? Is this 
magic? Magicians will never suc- 
ceed.” 78. They argued, “Have 
you come to turn us away from the 
faith of our forefathers so that the 
two of you may become supreme in 
the land? We will never believe in 
you!” 79. Pharaoh demanded, 
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396 The Christians, pagans, etc. 
397 Jesus in Christianity, the angels in pagan Arab mvtholoev. etc. 
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Not 'even' an atom's weight is hid- 
den from your Lord on earth or in 
heaven; nor anything smaller or larg-

Allah's Close Servants 

62. There will certainly be no fear 
for the close servants of Allah, nor 
will they grieve. 63. “They are’ those 
who are faithful and are mindful of 
Him’. 64. For them is good news in 
this worldly life and the Hereafter. 
There is no change in the promise 
of Allah. That is “truly” the ultimate 
triumph. 


The Almighty 
65. Do not let their words grieve you 
"O Prophet’. Surely all honour and 
power belongs to Allah. He is the 
All-Hearing, All-Knowing. 66. Cer- 
tainly to Allah ‘alone’ belong all 
those in the heavens and all those 
on the earth. And what do those who 
associate others with Allah really 
follow? They follow nothing but 
assumptions and do nothing but lie. 
67. He is the One Who has made the 
night for you to rest in and the day 


bright.

57. O humanity! Indeed, there has 
come to you a warning from vour Lord, 
a cure for what is in the hearts, a guide, 
and a mercy for the believers. 58. Say, 
"O Prophet,’ “In Allah's grace and mer- 
cy let them rejoice. That is far better 
than whatever ‘wealth’ they amass.” 


Allah’s Provisions 

59. Ask ‘the pagans, O Prophet’, 
"Have you seen that which Allah has 
sent down for you as a provision, of 
which you have made some lawful 
and some unlawful?" Say, “Has 
Allah given you authorization, or are 
you fabricating lies against Allah?" 
60. What do those who fabricate lies 
against Allah expect on Judgment 
Day? Surely Allah is ever Bountiful 
to humanity," but most of them are 
ungrateful. 


Allah’s Knowledge 
61. There is no activity you may be 
engaged in “O Prophet’ or portion of 
the Quran you may be reciting, nor 
any deed you “all” may be doing ex- 
cept that We are a Witness over you 
while doing it.

Or do they claim, “He” 
made it up!"? Tell them “O Prophet’,

seek help from whoever you can— 
other than Allah—if what you say is 
true!” 39. In fact, they ‘hastily’ re- 
jected the Book without comprehend- 
ing it and before the fulfilment of its 
warnings. Similarly, those before 
them were in denial. See then what 
was the end of the wrongdoers! 


It Is Allah Who Guides 
40. Some of them will ‘eventually’ 
believe in it; others will not. And 
your Lord knows best the corruptors. 
41. If they deny you, then say, “My 
deeds are mine and your deeds are 
yours. 
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Thev all will be returned to Allah— 
their True Master. And whatever 
'gods they fabricated will fail them. —

25. And Allah invites “all” to the Home 
of Peace and guides whoever He wills 
to the Straight Path. 26. Those who do 
good will have the finest reward?" and 
'even' more. Neither gloom nor dis- 
grace will cover their faces. It is they 
who will be the residents of Paradise. 
They will be there forever. 


Warning Against Hell 

27. As for those who commit evil, the 
reward of an evil deed is its equivalent. 
Humiliation will cover them—with no 
one to protect them from Allah—as if 
their faces were covered with patches 
of the night’s deep darkness. It is they 
who will be the residents of the Fire. 
They will be there forever. 


False Allahs and Their Followers 
28. ‘Consider’ the Day We will gath- 
er them all together then say to those 
who associated others "with Allah in 
worship’, “Stay in your places—you 
and your associate-gods.” We will sep- 
arate them from each other, and their 
associate-gods will say, “It was not us 
that you worshipped! 29. Allah is suf- 
ficient as a Witness between each of us 
that we were totally unaware of your 
worship.” 30. Then and there every 
soul will face ‘the consequences of 
what it had done. 


Metaphor for Human Ingratitude 
22. He 1s the One Who enables you to 
trave] through land and sea. And it so 
happens that you are on ships, sailing 
with a favourable wind, to the passen- 
gers' delight. Suddenly, the ships are 
overcome by a gale wind and those on 
board are overwhelmed by waves from 
every side, and thev assume they are 
doomed. They cry out to Allah “alone” 
in sincere devotion, “If You save us 
from this, we will certainly be grate- 
ful.” 23. But as soon as He rescues 
them, they transgress in the land un- 
justly. O humanity! Your transgression 
is only against vour own souls. "There 
is only” brief enjoyment in this worldly 
life, then to Us is your return, and then 
We will inform you of what you used 
to do. 


This Fleeting Life 

24. The life of this world is just like 
rain We send down from the sky, 
producing a mixture of plants which 
humans and animals consume. 
Then just as the earth looks its best, 
perfectly beautified, and its people 
think they have full control over it, 
there comes to it Our command by 
night or by day, so We mow it down 
as if it never flourished yesterday! 
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Indeed, the wicked will never succeed. 
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or the earth? Glorified and Exalted is

19. Humanity was once nothing but a 
single community “of believers’, but

Deniers of Resurrection 
7. Indeed, those who do not expect 
to meet Us, being pleased and con- 
tent with this worldly life, and who 
are heedless of Our signs, 8. they will 
have the Fire as a home because of 
what they have committed. 


Guided by Faith 

9, Surely those who believe and do 
good, their Lord will guide them ‘to 
Paradise’ through their faith, riv- 
ers will flow under their feet in the 
Gardens of Bliss, 10. in which their 
prayer will be, “Glory be to You, O 
Allah!” and their greeting will be, 
"Peace!" and their closing prayer will 
be, “All praise is for Allab—Lord of 
all worlds!” 


No Rush for Evil 
11. If Allah were to hasten evil for 
people? as they wish to hasten 
good, they would have certainly 
been doomed. But We leave those 
who do not expect to meet Us to 
wander blindly in their defiance. 


The Ungrateful 
12. Whenever someone is touched by 
hardship, they cry out to Us, whether 
lying on their side, sitting, or stand- 
ing. But when We relieve their hard- 


ship, they return to their old ways as if they had never cried to Us to remove any hardship!

Origin of Creation 

3. Surely your Lord ts Allah Who 
created the heavens and the earth in 
six Days,*” then established Himself 
on the Throne, conducting every af- 
fair. None can intercede except by 
His permission. That is Allah—your 
Lord, so worship Him ‘alone’. Will 
you not then be mindful? 4. To Him 
is your return all together. Allah's 
promise is ‘always’ true. Indeed, He 
originates the creation then resurrects 
it so that He may justly reward those 
who believe and do good. But those 
who disbelieve will have a boiling 
drink and a painful punishment for 
their disbelief. 


Signs in Allah's Creation 

5. He is the One Who made the sun 
a radiant source and the moon a re- 
flected light, with precisely ordained 
phases, so that you may know the 
number of years and calculation ‘of 
time’. Allah did not create all this 
except for a purpose. He makes the 
signs clear for people of knowledge. 
6. Surely m the alternation of the day 
and the night,

they not see that they are tried once 
or twice every year?!

Then they 
slip away. ‘It is’ Allah Who’ has 
turned their hearts away because they 
are a people who do not comprehend. 


Invitation to All 

128. There certainly has come to you a 
messenger from among yourselves. He 
is concerned by your suffering, anxious 
for your well-being, and gracious and 
merciful to the believers. 129. But if 
they turn away, then say, 'O Prophet,’ 
“Allah is sufficient for me. There is no 
god “worthy of worship’ except Him. In 
Him I put my trust. And He is the Lord 
of the Mighty Throne.” 
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In the Name of Allah— 
the Most Compassionate, Most Merciful

sent revelation to a man from among 
themselves, “instructing him,’ 
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so that they ‘too’ may beware ‘of evil’.

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Allah's Mercy 

117. Allah has certainly turned in 
mercy to the Prophet as well as 
the Emigrants and the Helpers who 
stood by him in the time of hard- 
ship, after the hearts of a group of 
them had almost faltered. He then 
accepted their repentance. Surely He 
is Ever Gracious and Most Merciful 
to them. 


The Three? 

118. And “Allah has also turned in 
mercy to' the three who had remained 
behind, “whose guilt distressed them’ 
until the earth, despite its vastness, 
seemed to close in on them, and their 
souls were torn in anguish. They knew 
there was no refuge from Allah ex- 
cept in Him. Then He turned to them 
in mercy so that they might repent. 
surely Allah ‘alone’ is the Accepter 
of Repentance, Most Merciful. 119. O 
believers! Be mindful of Allah and be 
with the truthful. 


A Fine Reward 

120. It was not proper’ for the peo- 
ple of Medina and the nomadic Arabs 
around them to avoid marching with 
the Messenger of Allah or to prefer 
their own lives above his. That is 
because whenever they suffer from 
thirst, fatigue, or hunger in the cause 
of Allah; or tread on a territory, un- 
nerving the disbelievers; or inflict 
any loss on an enemy—

That is ‘truly’ the ultimate triumph. 
112. 'It is the believers” who repent, 
who are devoted to worship, who 
praise 'their Lord', who fast, who 
bow down and prostrate themselves, 
who encourage good and forbid evil, 
and who observe the limits set bv 
Allah. And give good news to the 
believers. 


Praying for the Polytheists 

113. It is not “proper” for the Prophet 
and the believers to seek forgiveness 
for the polytheists, even if they were 
close relatives, after it has become 
clear to the believers that they are 
bound for the Hellfire. 114. As for 
Abraham's prayer for his father's 
forgiveness, it was only in fulfilment 
of a promise he had made to him. 
But when it became clear to Abra- 
ham that his father was an enemy 
of Allah, he broke ties with him.?” 
Abraham was truly tender-hearted, 
forbearing. 115. Allah would never 
consider a people deviant after He 
has guided them, until He makes 
clear to them what they must avoid. 
Surely Allah has full’ knowledge of 
everything. 


Allah's Might 
116. Indeed, to Allah alone’ belongs the 
kingdom of the heavens and the earth. 
He gives life and causes death. And 
besides Allah you have no guardian or 
helper.

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108. Do not 'O Prophet’ ever pray in it. 
Certainlv, a mosque founded on righ- 
teousness from the first day is more 
worthy of your prayers.

And Allah 
loves those who purifv themselves. 
109. Which is better: those who laid the 
foundation of their building on the fear 
and pleasure of Allah, or those who did 
so on the edge of a crumbling cliff that 
tumbled down with them into the Fire 
of Hell? And Allah does not guide the 
wronedoing people. 110. The building 
which they erected will never cease 
to fuel hypocrisy in their hearts until 
their hearts are torn apart. And Allah is 
Ali-Knowing, AIl- Wise. 


Ihe Finest Bargain 

111. Allah has indeed purchased 
from the believers their lives and 
wealth in exchange for Paradise. 
They fight in the eause of Allah and 
kill or are killed. This is a true prom- 
ise binding on Him in the Torah, the 
Gospel, and the Quran. And whose 
promise is truer than AJlah’s? So re- 
joiee in the exchange you have made 
with Him. 


Surely Allah is All-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 103. Take from their wealth 
'O Prophet’ charity to purify and 
bless them, and pray for them—sure- 
ly your prayer is a source of comfort 
for them. And Allah is All-Hearing, 
All-Knowing. 104. Do they not know 
that Allah alone accepts the repen- 
tance of His servants and receives 
‘their’ charity, and that Allah alone 
is the Accepter of Repentance, Most 
Merciful? 


A Second Chance 

105. Tell “them, O Prophet’, “Do 
as you will. Your deeds will be ob- 
served by Allah, His Messenger, 
and the believers. And you will be 
returned to the Knower of the seen 
and unseen, then He will inform you 
of what you used to do.” 


The Three Who Remained Behind?” 
106. And some others are left for Al- 
lah’s decision, either to punish them 
or turn to them in merey. And Allah 
is All-Knowing, All-Wise. 


The Mosque of Harm 

107. There are also those ‘hypocrites’ 
who set up a mosque ‘only’ to cause 
harm. promote disbelief, divide the 
believers. and as a base for those who 
had previously fought against Allah 
and His Messenger?" They will defi- 
nitely swear, "We intended nothing 
but good," but Allah bears witness that 
they are surely liars.

Al- 
lah will admit them into His mercy. 
Surely Allah is All-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


Ihe Foremost 

100. As for the foremost—the first 
of the Emigrants” and the Help- 
ers?"—and those who follow them 
in goodness, Allah is pleased with 
them and they are pleased with 
Him. And He has prepared for them 
Gardens under which rivers flow, to 
stay there for ever and ever. That is 
the ultimate triumph. 


Master Hypocrites 
101. Some of the nomads around 
you believers’ are hypocrites, as are 
some of the people of Medina. They 
have mastered hypocrisy. They are 
not known to you 'O Prophet’; they 
are known to Us. We will punish 
them twice ‘in this world" then 
they will be brought back ‘to their 
Lord’ for a tremendous punishment. 


Those Who Are Forgiven 
102. Some others have confessed their

94. They will make excuses to you 
believers" when you return to them. 
say, “Make no excuses, 'for we 
will not believe you. Allah has al- 
ready informed us about your ‘true’ 
state ‘of faith’. Your “future” deeds 
will be observed by Allah and His 
Messenger as well. And you will be 
returned to the Knower of the seen 
and unseen, then He will inform you 
of what you used to do.” 95. When 
you return, they will swear to you 
by Allah so that you may leave them 
alone. So leave them alone—they 
are truly evil. Hell will be their home 
as a reward for what they have com- 
mitted. 96. They will swear to you in 
order to please you. And even if you 
are pleased with them, Allah will 
never be pleased with the rebellious 
people. 


Unfaithful Nomads 

97. The nomadic Arabs ‘around Me- 
dina’ are far worse in disbelief and 
hypocrisy, and less likely to know 
the laws revealed by Allah to His 
Messenger. And Allah is All-Know- 
ing, All-Wise. 98. And among the 
nomads are those who consider what 
they donate to be a loss and await 
your misfortune. May ill-fortune be- 
fall them! And Allah is All-Hearing, 
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That is the ultimate triumph. 


Unfaithful Nomads 

90. Some nomadic Arabs “also” 
came with excuses, seeking exemp- 
tion. And those who were untrue to 
Allah and His Messenger remained 
behind “with no excuse’. The un- 
faithful among them will be afflicted 
with a painful punishment. 


Valid Excuses 

91. There is no blame on the weak, 
the sick, or those lacking the means 
"if they stay behind’, as long as they 
are true to Allah and His Messenger. 
There is no blame on the good-doers. 
And Allah is All-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 92. Nor “is there any blame 
on’ those who came to you 'O Proph- 
et for mounts, then when you said, 
"I can find no mounts for you,” they 
left with eyes overflowing with tears 
out of grief that they had nothing to 
contribute. 


Invalid Excuses 
93. Blame is only on those who seek 
exemption from you although they 
have the means. They preferred to 
stay behind with the helpless, and 
Allah has sealed their hearts so they 
do not realize ‘the consequences’. 


so stay with those "helpless" who re- 
main behind." 84. And do not ever 
offer ‘funeral’ prayers for any of 
their dead, nor stand by their grave 
‘at burial’, for they have lost faith in 
Allah and His Messenger and died 
rebellious. 85. And let neither their 
wealth nor children impress you 'O 
Prophet'. Allah only intends to tor- 
ment them through these things in 
this world, and 'then' their souls will 
depart while they are disbelievers. 
The Unfaithful 

86. Whenever a sürah is revealed stat- 
ing, “Believe in Allah and struggle 
along with His Messenger," the rich 
among them would ask to be exempt, 
saying, “Leave us with those who 
remain behind." 87. They preferred 
to stay behind with the helpless, and 
their hearts have been sealed so they 
do not comprehend. 


The Faithful 
88. But the Messenger and the be- 
lievers with him strived with their 


wealth and their lives. They will ` 


have all the best, and it is they who 
will be suceessful. 89. Allah has pre- 
pared for them Gardens under which 
rivers flow, to stay there forever. 
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If they repent, it will be better for 
them. But if they turn away, Allah 
will torment them with a painful pun- 
ishment in this world and the Hereaf- 
ter, and they will have no one on earth 
to protect or help them. 


The Ungrateful 

75. And there are some who had 
made a vow to Allah: “If He gives 
us from His bounty, we will surely 
spend in charity and be of the righ- 
teous." 76. But when He gave them 
out of His bounty, they withheld it 
and turned away indifferently. 77. So 
He caused hypocrisy to plague their 
hearts until the Day they will meet 
Him, for breaking their promise to 
Allah and for their lies. 78, Do they 
not know that Allah 'fully" knows 
their 'evil' thoughts and secret talks, 
and that Allah is the Knower of all 
unseen? 


Donations Criticized^* 
79. “There are’ those who slander 
'some of' the believers for donating 
liberally and mock others for giving 
only the little they can afford. AI- 
lah will throw their mockery baek at 
them, 


368 Not only did the hypocrites withhold their wealth, but they were also critical of those who donated. If a rich believer gave generously, the hypo-

And you 
have engaged in idle talk, just as 
they did. Their deeds have become 
void in this world and the Hereafter. 
And it is they who are the “true” los- 
ers. 70. Have they not received the 
stories of those “destroyed” before 
them: the people of Noah, ’Ad, and 
Thamüd, the people of Abraham, 
the residents of Midian, and the 
overturned cities ‘of Lot? Their 
messengers came to them with clear 
proofs. Allah would have never 
wronged them, but it was they who 
wronged themselves. 


Reward of the Believers 
71. The believers, both men and 
women, are guardians of one another.

Blasphemy Exposed 

64. The hypocrites fear that a sürah 
should be revealed about them, ex- 
posing what is in their hearts. Say, 'O 
Prophet,’ “Keep mocking! Allah will 
definitely bring to light what you 
fear.” 65. If you question them, they 
will certainly say, “We were only 
talking idly and joking around.” Say, 
“Was it Allah, His revelations, and 
His Messenger that you ridiculed?” 
66. Make no excuses! You have lost 
faith after your belief. If We pardon a 
group of you, We will punish oth- 
ers for their wickedness. 


Punishment ofthe Hypocrites 

67. The hypocrites, both men and 
women, are all alike: they encour- 
age what is evil, forbid what is good, 
and withhold “what is in’ their hands. 
They neglected Allah, so He neglect- 
ed them. Surely the hypocrites are the 
rebellious. 68. Allah has promised the 
hypocrites, both men and women, 
and the disbelievers 


"Allah is sufficient for us! Allah will 
grant us out of His bounty, and so will 
His Messenger. To Allah “alone” we tum 
with hope." 


Alms-Tax Recipients 

60. Alms-tax is only for the poor 
and the needy, for those employed 
to administer it, for those whose 
hearts are attracted ‘to the faith’, for 
“freeing” slaves, for those in debt, for 
Allah’s cause, and for “needy” trav- 
ellers. "This is’ an obligation from 
Allah. And Allah is All-Knowing, 
All-Wise. 


Criticizing the Prophet 

61. And there are others who hurt 
the Prophet by saying, “He listens 
to anyone.” Say, 'O Prophet, “He 
listens to what is best for you. He 
believes in Allah, has faith in the be- 
lievers, and is a mercy for those who 
believe among you.” Those who hurt 
Allah’s Messenger will suffer a pain- 
ful punishment. 


The Disgrace 


62. They swear by Allah to you “be- سم‎ 
lievers' in order to please you, while EC 
it is the pleasure of Allah and His fs 
Messenger they should seek, if they = 8 


are ‘true’ believers. 63. Do they not 
know that whoever opposes Allah 
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53. Say, O Prophet,’ ^ Whether you 
donate willingly or unwillingly, it 
will never be accepted from you, for 
you have been a rebellious people." 
54. And what prevented their dona- 
tions from being accepted is that they 
have lost faith in Allah and His Mes- 
senger, they never come to prayer 
except half-heartedly, and they nev- 
er donate except resentfully. 55. So 
let neither their wealth nor children 
impress you 'O Prophet’. Allah only 
intends to torment them through 
these things in this worldly life, then 
their souls will depart while they are 
disbelievers. 


False Oaths 
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And Allah has “perfect” knowledge of 
the wrongdoers. 48. They had already 
sought to spread discord before and 
devised every ‘possible’ plot against 
you 'O Prophet’, until the truth came 
and Allah’s Will prevailed—much to 
their dismay. 


False Excuse 2) Temptation 
49. There are some of them who say, 
“Exempt me and do not expose me 
to temptation.”*™ They have already 
fallen into temptation. And Hell will 
surely engulf the disbelievers. 


Those Who Stayed Behind 

50. If a blessing befalls you “O 
Prophet’, they grieve, but if a disas- 
ter befalls you, they say, “We took 
our precaution in advance,” and turn 
away, rejoicing. 51. Say, “Nothing 
will ever befall us except what Allah 
has destined for us. He is our Protec- 
tor.” So in Allah let the believers put 
their trust. 52. Say, “Are you awaiting 
anythmg to befall us except one of the 
two best things: ‘victory or martyr- 
dom"? But We are awaiting Allah to 
afflict you with torment either from 
Him or at our hands. So keep wait- 
ing! We too are waiting with you."

While they both were in the cave, 
he reassured his companion,” “Do 
not worry; Allah is certainly with = 

He accompanied the Prophet (+) during his emigration from Mecca to 
Medina after years of persecution at the hands of the Meccan pagans.

The Prophet (i£) received the news that a Roman army was being mobilized to launch an attack on the newly established Muslim state in Medi- 
na, so he announced that he was going to march to Tabük, located over 700 miles to the north, to meet the Romans in the summer of 9 A.H./631 C.E. 

Although the Prophet (i£) was 
able to mobilize over 30 000 Muslims for battle, many others did not join the army with or without valid excuses. Eventually, the Roman forces were 
discouraged from fighting and fled to Damascus and other cities under Roman rule. Therefore, the Prophet (8f) returned to Medina with a feeling of 
triumch. With a new oower now emerging in Arabia. many tribes started to switch their alliances from Caesar to the Proohet (g).

This sürah came at a time when the 
pagans of Arabia (and their allies) repeatedly violated treaties they had signed with the Prophet (35). Muslims had to fight for the survival of their 
newly established state in Medina. So this verse discusses dealing with those who violated their agreements and attacked the Muslims. Offenders 
were fought, unless they stopped their aggression. If they chose not to accept Islam, they were obligated to pay Jizya-tax. 

356 Taxation systems have existed since ancient times. There are several references in the Old Testament {e.g., Ezra 4:20}. In the New Testament, Jesus 
allows paying taxes to Caesar (Luke 20:25). Under Islamic rule, all individuals had financial obligations—Muslims paid zakáh (2.5% of their savings) and 
non-Muslims (zimmís) were required to pay jizyah (tax for protection from foreign enemies). The jizyah was an average of one dinar (4.25 g of gold) 
annually. Women, children, the eiderly, the clergy, the poor, and those who were unable to work were exempt. Those who opted to join the army were 
also exempt. Poor zimmís were supported financially bv the state. Muslim rulers refunded the iizvah if they failed to protect their non-Musiim subiects. 
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349 After the Muslims’ victory in Mecca in 8 A.H/630 C.E., almost all Arab tribes pledged allegiance to the Prophet (&) except some tribes such as 
Hawazin and Thagif. Both tribes decided to attack the Muslims, so the Prophet (¢) led an army of 12 000 soldiers to attack the two tribes. Since 
that was the largest Muslim army ever mobilized, some Muslims expressed their conviction that such an army could not be defeated. However, 
on the way to battle, the Muslim army was ambushed and most soldiers fled, except for the Prophet (:} and a few loyalists. Eventuaily, the Mus- 
lims were re-organized and won a decisive battle.

They only 
flater you with their tongues, but 
their hearts are in denial, and most of 
them are rebellious. 


Arab Pagans 

9. They chose a fleeting gain over 
Allah’s revelations, hindering “oth- 
ers’ from His Way. Evil indeed is 
what they have done! 10. They do 
not honour the bonds of kinship or 
treaties with the believers. It 1s they 
who are the transgressors. 11. But if 
they repent, perform prayer, and pay 
alms-tax, then they are your broth- 
ers in faith.

After the Grace Period 

5. But once the Sacred Months have 
passed, kill the polytheists “who vio- 
lated their treaties’ wherever you find 
them,” capture them, besiege them, 
and lie in wait for them on every way. 
But if they repent, perform prayers, 
and pay alms-tax, then set them free. 
Indeed, Allah is All-Forgiving, Most

Pagans Seeking Protection 
6. And if anyone from the polytheists 
asks for your protection "O Prophet’, 
grant it to them so they may hear the 
Word of Allah, then escort them to a 
place of safety, for they are a people 
who have no knowledge.

7. How can such polytheists have a 
treaty with Allah and His Messen- 
ger, except those you have made a

Guardianship Among Believers 

72. Those who believed, emigrated, 
and strived with their wealth and 
lives in the cause of Allah, as well 
as those who gave them shelter and 
help-—they are truly guardians of 
one another. As for those who be- 
lieved but did not emigrate, you 
have no obligations to them until 
they emigrate. But if they seek your 
help 'against perseeution' in faith, it 
is your obligation to help them, ex- 
cept against people bound with you 
in a treaty, Allah is All-Seeing of 
what you do. 


Guardianship Among Disbelievers 
73. As for the disbelievers, they are 
guardians of one another. And unless 
you ‘believers’ act likewise, there will 
be great oppression and corruption in 
the land. 


True Believers 
74. Those who believed, migrated, 
and struggled in the cause of Allah, 
and those who gave ‘them’ shelter 
and help, they are the true believers. 
They will have forgiveness and an 
honourable provision. 
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342 i.e., ransom. 
343 The decree that ransoming captives will be allowed. 
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for He knows that there is weakness 
in you. So if there are a hundred 
steadfast among you, they will over- 
come two hundred. And if there be 
one thousand, they will overcome 
two thousand, by Allah's Will. And 
Allah is with the steadfast. 


Decision on Captives 

67. It is not fit for a prophet that he 
should take captives until he has 
thoroughly subdued the land. You 
‘believers’ settled with the fleeting 
gains of this world,* while Allah’s 
aim “for you’ is the Hereafter. Al- 
lah is Almighty, All-Wise. 68. Had 
it not been for a prior decree from 
Allah? you would have certainly 
been disciplined with a tremendous 
punishment for whatever ‘ransom’ 
you have taken. 69. Now enjoy 
what you have taken, for it is lawful 
and good. And be mindful of Allah. 
Surely Allah is All-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


Ransomed Captives 

70. O Prophet! Tell the captives in 
your custody, “Jf Allah finds good- 
ness in your hearts, He will give 
you better than what has been taken 
from you, and forgive you. For Al- 
lah is All-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” 
71. But if their intention is only to be- 
tray you 'O Prophet’, they sought to 
betray Allah before. But He gave you 
power over them. 


Whatever you spend in the cause of 
Allah will be paid to you in full and 
you will not be wronged. 


Advice to the Prophet: Opt for Peace 
61. If the enemy is inclined towards 
peace, make peace with them. And 
put your trust in Allah. Indeed, 
He ‘alone’ is the All-Hearing, 
All-Knowing. 62. But if their inten- 
tion is only to deceive you, then Al- 
lah is certainly sufficient for you. He 
is the One Who has supported you 
with His help and with the believers. 
63. He brought their hearts together. 
Had you spent all the riches in the 
earth, you could not have united 
their hearts. But Allah has united 
them. Indeed, He is Almighty, All- 
Wise. 64. O Prophet! Allah is suffi- 
cient for you and for the believers 
who follow you. 


Readiness to Fight 
65. O Prophet! Motivate the believ- 
ers to fight. If there are twenty stead- 
fast among you, they will overcome 


two hundred. And if there are one | 


hundred of vou, they will overcome 
one thousand of the disbelievers, for 
they are a people who do not com- 
prehend. 66. Now Allah has light- 
ened your burden, 
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so We destroyed them for their sins 
and drowned Pharaoh's people. They 
were all wrongdoers. 


Those Who Violate Peace Treaties 
55. Indeed, the worst of all beings 
in the sight of Allah are those who 
persist in disbelief, never to have 
faith— 56. ‘namely’ those with 
whom you "O Prophet" have entered 
into treaties, but they violate them 
every time, not fearing the conse- 
quences. 57. If you ever encounter 
them in battle, make a fearsome ex- 
ample of them, so perhaps those who 
would follow them may be deterred. 


No Betrayal in Treaties 
58. And if you 'O Prophet’ see signs of 


A betrayal by a people, respond by open- 


\— ly terminating your treaty with them. 
Surely Allah does not like those who 
betray. 


Military Deterrence 

59. Do not let those disbelievers*” 
think they are not within reach. 
They will have no escape. 60. Pre- 
pare against them what you ‘be- 
lievers' can of ‘military’ power and 
cavalry to deter Allah’s enemies and 
your enemies as well as other ene- 
mies unknown to you but known to 
Allah. 
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I truly fear Allah, for Allah is severe 
in punishment." 


Trust in Allah 
49. Remember' when the hypocrites 
and those with sickness in their hearts 
said, “These “believers” are deluded 
by their faith.” But whoever puts 
their trust in Allah, surely Allah is Al- 
mighty, All-Wise. 


Evil Ending 
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believers, beating their faces and 
backs, “saying,” “Taste the torment 
of burning!

Distribution of Spoils of War 
41. Know that whatever spoils you 
take, one-fifth is for Allah and the 
Messenger, his close relatives, or- 
phans, the poor, and ‘needy’ travel- 
lers, if you ‘truly’ believe in Allah 
and what We revealed to Our servant 
on that decisive day when the two 
armies met ‘at Badr'.

32. And "remember when they 
prayed, *O Allah! If this is indeed the 
truth from You, then rain down stones 
upon us from the sky or overcome us 
with a painful punishment."

Nor would He ever punish them if 
they prayed for forgiveness. 


Punishment Deserved 

34. And why should Allah not pun- 
ish them while they hinder pilgrims 
from the Sacred Mosque, claiming 
to be its rightful guardians? None 
has the right to guardianship except 
those mindful ‘of Allah’, but most 
pagans do not know. 35. Their prayer 
at the Sacred House was nothing but 
whistling and clapping.

26. Remember when you had been 
vastly outnumbered and oppressed in 
the land,” constantly in fear of attacks 
by your enemy, then He sheltered 
you, strengthened you with His help, 
and provided you with good things so 
perhaps you would be thankful. 


Warning to the Believers 
27. O believers! Do not betray Allah 
and the Messenger, nor betray your 
trusts knowingly.

Reward of the Believers 
29. O believers! If you are mindful of 
Allah, He will grant you a standard 
‘to distinguish between right and 
wrong’, absolve you of your sins, and 
forgive you.

Reminder to the Believers 
24. O believers! Respond to Allah 
and His Messenger when he calls 
you to that which gives you life. 
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338 This refers metaphoricallv to the disbelievers who fail to see and hear the truth. 
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when your Lord revealed to the an- 
gels, “I am with you. So make the 
believers stand firm. I will cast hor- 
ror into the hearts of the disbeliev- 
ers. So strike their necks and strike 
their fingertips." 13. This 1s because 
they defied Allah and His Messen- 
ger. And whoever defies Allah and 
His Messenger, then "know that’ Al- 
lah is surely severe in punishment.

171. And ‘remember’ when We raised 
the mountain over them as if it were a 
cloud and they thought it would fall on 
them.’ "We said,” “Hold firmly to that 
‘Scripture’ which We have given you 
and observe its teachings so perhaps you 
will become mindful "of Allah." 


Covenant with Humanity 

172. And ‘remember’ when your 
Lord brought forth from the loins 
of the children of Adam their de- 
scendants and had them testify re- 
garding themselves. “Allah asked,” 
"Am I not your Lord?” They replied, 
“Yes, You are! We testify.” “He cau- 
tioned,’ “Now you have no right to 
say on Judgment Day, “We were not 
aware of this.’

Indeed, 
your Lord is swift in punishment, 
but He is certainly All-Forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 168. We dispersed 
them through the land in groups— 
some were righteous, others were 
less so. We tested them with pros- 
perity and adversity, so perhaps they 
would return "to the Right Path’. 


Their Successors 

169. Then they were succeeded by 
other generations who inherited the 
Scripture. They indulged in unlaw- 
ful gains, claiming, “We will be for- 
given ‘after all."

Too Late 
52. We have certainly brought them a 
Book which We explained with knowl- 
edge—a guide and mercy for those who 
believe. s3.

The Day it will 
be fulfilled, those who ignored it before 
will say, “The messengers of our Lord 
certainly came with the truth. Are there 
any intercessors who can plead on our 
behalf? Or can we be sent back so we 
may do good,’ unlike what we used to 
do?" They will have eertainly ruined 
themselves, and whatever 'gods' they 
fabricated will fail them. 


The Almighty Creator 

54. Indeed your Lord is Allah Who 
created the heavens and the earth in 
six Days,?? then established Himself 
on the Throne.

140. Lost indeed are those who have 
murdered their own ehildren fool- 
ishly out of ignorance and have for- 
bidden what Allah has provided for 
them—falsely attributing lies to Al- 
lah. They have certainly strayed and 
are not ‘rightly ` guided. 


Allah’ s Bounties 


And they will testify against them- 
selves that they were disbelievers.

Warning to Meccan Pagans 
135. Say, 'O Prophet,’ *O my peo- 
ple! Persist in your ways, for I “too” 
will persist in mine. You will soon 
know who will fare best in the end. 
Indced, the wrongdoers will never 
succeed.” 


Unfair Giving” 
136. The pagans set aside for Allah 
a share of the crops and cattle He

They 
will say, “We confess against our- 
selves!” For they have been deluded 


by "their" worldly life.

117. Indeed, your Lord knows best 
who has strayed from His Way and 
who is ‘rightly’ guided. 


Lawful and Unlawful Meat 

118. So eat only of what is slaugh- 
tered in Allah's Name if you truly 
believe in His revelations. 119. Why 
should you not eat of what is slaugh- 
tered in Allah's Name when He has 
already explained to you what He 
has forbidden to you—except when 
compelled by necessity? Many ‘de- 
viants' certainly mislead others by 
their whims out of ignorance. Sure- 
ly your Lord knows the transgres- 
sors best. 120. Shun all sin—open 
and secret. Indeed, those who com- 
mit sin will be punished for what 
they earn. 121. Do not eat of what 
is not slaughtered in Allah’s Name.

What will make 
you ‘believers’ realize that even if a 
sign were to come to them, they still 


would not believe? 110. We turn their hearts and eyes away “from the truth’ as they refused to believe at first, leaving 


them to wander blindly in their defiance.

110. And ‘on Judgment Day’ Allah 
will say, 


Allah has forgiven what was done 
“in the past’. And Allah is All-For- 
giving, Most Forbearing. 102. Some 
people before you asked such ques- 
tions then denied their answers. 


Camels Dedicated to Idols 

103. Allah has never ordained 
the ‘so-called’ bahirah, sá'ibah, 
wasilah, and hâm camels.” But 
the disbelievers?” just fabricate lies 
about Allah, and most of them lack 
understanding, 104. When it is said 
to them, “Come to Allah’s revela- 
tions and to the Messenger,” they re- 
ply, “What we found our forefathers 
practicing is good enough for us.” 
“Would they still do so,' even if their 
forefathers had absolutely no knowl- 
edge or guidance? 


Everyone Accountable for Themselves 
105. O believers! You are account- 
able only for yourselves.?* It will 
not harm you if someone chooses to 
deviate—as long as you are "rightly" 
euided. To Allah you will all return, 
and He will inform you of what you 
used to do. 


Verifying Bequests 
106. O believers! When death ap- 
proaches any of you, call upon two 
just Muslim men to witness as you 
make a bequest; otherwise, two 
non-Muslims if you are afflicted with 
death while on a journey.” 
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255 This implies that either these minor details have been overlooked by Allah out of His mercy or that Allah has forgiven them for these unnecessary

Good and Evil Not Equal 
100. Say, O Prophet, “Good and 
evil are not equal, though you may 
be dazzled by the abundance of evil.

Unnecessary Questions? 
101. O believers! Do not ask about 
any matter which, if made clear to 
you, may disturb you. But if you in- 
quire about what is being revealed 
in the Quran, it will be made clear to 
you.

Do not kill game 
while on pilgrimage. Whoever kills 
game intentionally must compen- 
sate by offering its equivalence— 
as judged by two just men among 
you—to be offered at the Sacred 
House, or by feeding the needy, or 
by fasting so that they may taste the 
consequences of their violations. 
Allah has forgiven what has been 
done. But those who persist will be 
punished by Allah. And Allah is Al- 
mighty, capable of punishment. 


Seafood Is Lawful 
96. It is lawful for you to hunt and 
eat seafood, as a provision for you 
and for travellers.

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The penalty for a broken oath is to 
feed ten poor people from what you 
normally feed your own family, or to 
clothe them, or to free a bondsperson. 
But if none of this is affordable, then 
you must fast three days. This is the 
penalty for breaking your oaths. So 
be mindful of your oaths. This is how 
Allah makes things clear to you, so 
perhaps you will be grateful. 


Forbidden Items 

90. O believers! Intoxicants, gam- 
bling, idols, and drawing lots for de- 
cisions are all evil of Satan’s hand- 
iwork. So shun them so you may be 
successful. 91. Satan's plan is to stir 
up hostility and hatred between you 
with intoxicants and gambling and 
to prevent you from remembering 
Allah and praying. Will you not then 
abstain? 92. Obey Allah and obey 
the Messenger and beware! But if 
you turn away, then know that Our 
Messenger's duty is only to deliver 
“the message’ clearly. 


The Past Is Forgiven 
93. There is no blame 
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the witnesses. 84. Why should we not 
believe in Allah and the truth that has 
come to us? And we long for our Lord 
to include us in the company of the 
righteous.” 85. So Allah will reward 
them for what they said with Gardens 
under which rivers flow, to stay there 
forever. And that is the reward of the 
good-doers. 86. As for those who dis- 
believe and reject Our signs, they will 
be the residents of the Hellfire. 


Be Moderate 

87. O believers! Do not forbid the 
good things which Allah has made 
lawful for you, and do not transgress. 
Indeed, Allah does not like trans- 
gressors. 88. Eat of the good, lawful 
things provided to you by Allah. And 
be mindful of Allah in Whom you 
believe. 


Broken Oaths 
89. Allah will not call you to account 
for your thoughtless oaths, but Ile 
will hold you accountable for delib- 
erate oaths. 
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Evildoers Among the Israelites 

78. The disbelievers among the Chil- 
dren of Israel were condemned in 
the revelations of David and Jesus, 
son of Mary. That was for their dis- 
obedience and violations. 79. They 
did not forbid one another from do- 
ing evil. Evil indeed was what thev 
did! 80. You see many of them tak- 
ing the disbelievers^? as allies. Tru- 
ly wicked are their misdeeds, which 
have earned them Allah's wrath. And 
they will be in everlasting torment. 
81. Had they believed in Allah, the 
Prophet, and what has been revealed 
to him, they would have never taken 
those ‘pagans’ as allies. But most of 
them are rebellious. 


Those Most Gracious Towards 
Believers 

82. You will surely find the most bitter 
towards the believers to be the Jews 
and polytheists and the most gracious 
to be those who call themselves Chris- 
tian. That is because there are priests 
and monks among them and because 
they are not arrogant. 


There is only One God. If they do 
not stop saying this, those who dis- 
believe among them will be afflicted 
with a painful punishment. 


Still Not Too Late 
74. Will they not turn to Allah in re- 
pentance and seek His forgiveness? 
And Allah is All-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


Jesus Was Human, Not Divine 

75. The Messiah, son of Mary, was 
no more than a messenger. "Many 
messengers had “come and’ gone be- 
fore him. His mother was a woman of 
truth. They both ate food.?! See how 
We make the signs clear to them, yet 
see how they are deluded ‘from the 
truth’! 


Follow the Truth 

76. Say, O Prophet,” "How can you 
worship besides Allah those who can 
neither harm nor benefit you? And 
Allah ‘alone’ is the All-Hearing, 
All-Knowing.” 77. Say, “O People 
of the Book! Do not go to extremes 
in your faith beyond the truth, nor 
follow the vain desires of those who 
went astray before ‘you’. They mis- 
led many and strayed from the Right 
Way.”

Lord." Whoever associates others 
with Allah "in worship’ will sure- 
Iy be forbidden Paradise by Allah. 
Their home will be the Fire. And the 
wrongdoers will have no helpers. 
73. Those who say, “Allah is one in 
a Trmity,” have certainly fallen into 
disbelief. 
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have been overwhelmed with provi- 
sions from above and below. Some 
among them are upright, yet many 
do nothing but evil.

And Allah knows what they hide. 
62. You see many of them racing 
towards sin, transgression, and con- 
sumption of forbidden gain. Evil in- 
deed are their actions! 63. Why do 
their rabbis and scholars not forbid 
them from saying what is sinful and 
consuming what is unlawful? Evil in- 
deed is their inaction! 


Allah Is Ever Generous 

64. Some among the Jews said, 
"Allah is tight-fisted."^ May their 
fists be tied and they be condemned 
for what they said. Rather, He is 
open-handed, giving freely as He 
pleases. That which has been re- 
vealed to you "O Prophet" from your 
Lord will only cause many of them to 
increase in wickedness and disbelief. 
We have stirred among them hostility 
and hatred until the Day of Judgment. 
Whenever they kindle the fire of war, 
Allah puts it out. And they strive to 
spread corruption in the land. And AI- 
lah does not like corruptors. 


Worst of Both Worlds 


65. Had the People of the Book only 
been faithful and mindful “of Allah’, 


of those given the Scripture be- 
fore you and the disbelievers who 
have made your faith a mockery 
and amusement. And be mindful 
of Allah if you are “truly” believ- 
ers. 58. When you call to prayer, 
they mock it in amusement. This is 
because they are a people without 
understanding. 


Who Deserves Resentment? 

59. Say, "O Prophet," “O People of the 
Book! Do you resent us only because 
we believe in Allah and what has been 
revealed to us and what was revealed 
before—while most of you are rebel- 
lious?” 60. Say, "O Prophet, “Shall 
I inform you of those who deserve a 
worse punishment from Allah "than 
the rebellious"? It is those who earned 
Allah’s condemnation and displea- 
sure—some being reduced to apes 
and pigs^* and worshippers of false 
gods. These are far worse in rank and 
farther astray from the Right Way." 


Hypocrites Among Jews 
61. When they come to you “believ- 
ers’ they say, "We believe.” But they 
are committed to disbelief when they 
enter and when they leave.

They will be humble 
with the believers but firm towards the 
disbelievers, struggling in the Way of 
Allah; fearing no blame from anyone. 
This is the favour of Allah. He grants it 
to whoever He wills. And Allah 1s Ev- 
er-Bountiful, All-Knowing. 

True Guardianship 

55. Your only guardians are Allah, His 
Messenger, and fellow believers— 
who establish prayer and pay alms- 
tax with humility. 56. Whoever allies 
themselves with Allah, His Messen- 
ger, and fellow believers, then it is cer- 
tainly Allah's party that will prevail. 


Unacceptable Guardianship 


ig. 57. O believers! Do not seek the 


and do not follow their desires. And 
beware, so they do not lure you away 
from some of what Allah has revealed 
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Who could be a better judge than Allah 
for people of sure faith? 
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247 Wali means guardian, caretaker, protector, provider, ally, etc. The Prophet (:&) for example says, “A woman should not get married without a wali.” —that 
is a guardian such as her father to represent her in the marriage and make sure she receives her full rights. The verse forbids Muslims from allying with 
the Jews and Christians (or anyone else) conspiring to persecute Muslims. On the other hand, as long as non-Muslims are not at war with Muslims or 
persecuting them, the Quran (60:8) commands Muslims to be kind and gracious to them. 
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They are not “true” believers. 


Judging by the Torah 

44, Indeed, We revealed the Torah, 
containing guidance and light, by 
which the prophets, who submitted 
themselves to Allah, made judgments 
for Jews. So too did the rabbis and 
scholars judge according to Allah’s 
Book, with which they were entrust- 
ed and of which they were made 
keepers.

245 In Islam, strict conditions must be met for punishments to be carried out. For example, for someone to be punished for theft, the thief must be 
a sane adult who knows that theft is forbidden, the crime has to be proven either by confession or the testimony of two reliable eyewitnesses, 
the stolen item has to be of value and taken secretly from a safe place, and the owner has to claim it. Otherwise, the punishment is not applied. 
Islamic punishments apply neither in non-Muslim countries nor in Muslim countries where Sharia is not fully applied. Moreover, the punishment 
is only applicable in a society where the needs of the poor are adequately met (i.e., they receive alms-tax, charity, or welfare) and where theft is 
more out of desire than necessity. it is worth mentioning that ‘Umar ibn Al-Khattab, Islam's 2" Caliph, suspended this punishment for one year 
due to widespread famine. 
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243 Although this is addressed to the Children of Israel, it is applicable to everyone at all times. 
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unless as a punishment for murder 
or mischief in the land—it will be 
as if they killed all of humanity; 
and whoever saves a life, it will 
be as if they saved all of humani- 
ty.^9 “Although” Our messengers 
already came to them with clear 
proofs, many of them still trans- 
gressed afterwards through the land. 


Anti-Terrorism Law

There certainly has 
come to you from Allah a light and a 
clear Book 16. through which Allah 
guides those who seek His pleasure 
to the ways of peace, brings them 
out of darkness and into light by His 
Will, and guides them to the Straight 
Path. 


Jesus Is Not Allah 

17. Indeed, those who say, “Allah is 
the Messiah, son of Mary,” have fall- 
en into disbelief. Say, 'O Prophet,’ 
“Who has the power to preyent Al- 
lah if He chose to destroy the Mes- 
siah, son of Mary, his mother, and 
everyone in the world all together?” 
To Allah 'alone' belongs the king- 
dom of the heavens and the earth and 
everything in between. He creates 
whatever He wills. 


Be mindful of Allah. And in Allah 
let the believers put their trust. 


Allah's Covenant with the Israelites 
12. Allah made a covenant with the 
Children of Israel and appointed 
twelve leaders from among them 
and 'then' said, “I am truly with 
you. If you establish prayer, pay 
alms-tax, believe in My messen- 
gers, support them, and lend to Al- 
lah a good loan, I will certainly for- 
give your sins and admit you into 
Gardens under which rivers flow. 
And whoever among you disbe- 
lieves afterwards has truly strayed 
from the Right Way." 


The Covenant Is Broken 

13. But for breaking their covenant 
We condemned them and hard- 
ened their hearts. They distorted the 
words of the Scripture and neglected 
a portion of what they had been com- 
manded to uphold. You "O Prophet’ 
will always find deceit on their part, 
except for a few. But pardon them 
and bear with them. Indeed, Allah 
loves the good-doers. 


Covenant with Christians Broken Too 
14. And from those who say, “We are 
Christians,” We took their covenant, 
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selves with clean earth by wiping IFIS ar 
your faces and hands.?* 
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236 “The food of the People of the Book” here means the meat of the animals slaughtered by the Jews and Christians.

This is all 
evil. 


Faith Perfected 
Today the disbelievers have given up 
all hope of “undermining” your faith. 
So do not fear them; fear Me! Today I 
have perfected your faith for you, com- 
pleted My favour upon you, and cho- 
sen Islam as your way. 


Forbidden Food Allowed by Necessity 
But whoever is compelled by extreme 
hunger—not intending to sin—then 
surely Allah is All-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 


Lawful Foods 

4, They ask you, 'O Prophet,” what 
is permissible for them ‘to eat’. Say, 
“What is good and lawful. Also what 
is caught by your hunting animals and 
birds of prey which you have trained 
as instructed by Allah. So eat what 
they catch for you, but mention the 
Name of Allah over it "first." And be 
mindful of Allah. Surely Allah is swift 
in reckoning.

174. O humanity! There has come 
to you conclusive evidence from 
your Lord. And We have sent down 
to you a brilliant light. 175. As for 
those who believe m Allah and hold 
fast to Him, He will admit them into 
His mercy and grace and guide them 
to Himself through the Straight Path. 


Inheritance Law 6) Full Siblings^? 
176. They ask you 'for a ruling, O 
Prophet”. Say, “Allah gives you a rul- 
ing regarding those who die without 
children or parents." If a man dies 
childless and leaves behind a sister, 
she will inherit one-half of his estate, 
whereas her brother will inherit all of 
her estate if she dies childless. If this 
person leaves behind two sisters, they 
together will inherit two-thirds of the 
estate.

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We also sent revelation to Abra- 
ham, Ishmael, Isaac, Jacob, and 
his descendants, ‘as well as’ Jesus, 
Job, Jonah, Aaron, and Solomon.

166. Yet “if you are denied, O Proph- 
et, Allah bears witness to what He 
has sent down to you—He has sent it 
with His knowledge.

Punishment for Rejecting the Truth 
167. Those who disbelieve and hinder 
‘others’ from the Way of Allah have 
certainly strayed far away. 168. Those 
who disbelieve and wrong them- 
selves—surely Allah will neither for-

169. except that of Hell, to stay there 
for ever and ever. 


They have no knowledge whatsoev- 
er—only making assumptions. They 
certainly did not kili him.

Consequences of Disobedience 
160. We forbade the Jews certain 
foods that had been lawful to them 
for their wrongdoing, and for hin- 
dering many from the Way of Allah, 
161. taking interest despite its pro- 
hibition, and consuming people's 
wealth unjustly. We have prepared 
for the disbelievers among them a 
painful punishment. 162. But those 
of them well-grounded in knowl- 
edge, the faithful “who” believe in 
what has been revealed to you 'O 
Prophet' and what was revealed be- 
fore you—’ especially, those who 
establish prayer—and those who 
pay alms-tax and believe in Allah 
and the Last Day, to these ‘people’ 
We will grant a great reward. 


Messengers of Islam 
163. Indeed, We have sent revelation 
to you `O Prophet" as We sent reve- 
lation to Noah and thc prophets after 
him.

breaking their covenant, rejecting 
Allah's signs, killing the prophets 
unjustly, and for saying, “Our hearts 
are unreceptive!”?*’—it is Allah Who 
has sealed their hearts for their disbe- 
lief, so they do not believe except for 
a few— 156. and for their denial and 
outrageous accusation against Mary,” 
157. and for boasting, “We killed the 
Messiah, Jesus, son of Mary, the mes- 
senger of Allah.” But they neither killed 
nor crucified him—4t was only made to 
appear so.^? Even those who argue for 
this “crucifixion” are in doubt.

Faith in All Prophets 

150. Surely those who deny Allah and 
His messengers and wish to make a 
distinction between Allah and His 
messengers,” saying, “We believe in 
some and disbelieve in others," desir- 
ing to forge a compromise, 151. they 
are indeed the true disbelievers. And 
We have prepared for the disbelievers 
a humiliating punishment. 152. As for 
those who believe in Allah and His 
messengers—accepting all; rejecting 
none—He will surely give them their 
rewards.

Spreading Rumours 

83. And when they hear news of se- 
curity or fear,“ they publicize it. Had 
they referred it to the Messenger or 
their authorities, those with sound 
judgment among them would have 
validated it. Had it not been for Allah’s 
grace and mercy, you would have fol- 
lowed Satan—except for a few. 


Show of Strength 

84. So fight in the cause of Allah 'O

With the exception of Jesus Christ and John the Baptist (neither of whom were married), almost all religious figures in the Bible had more than 
one wife, According to the Bible, Solomon (25) had 700 wives and 300 concubines (1 Kings 11:3) and his father, David (x), had many wives and 
concubines (2 Samuel 5:13). 

167 A bondwoman is a female slave that a man owned either through purchase or taking her captive in war—a common ancient practice in many parts 
of the world. Islam opened the door for ending slavery by making it an act of charity to free slaves. Many sins (such as breaking one's oath, uninten- 
tional killing, and intercourse with one's wife during the day of fasting in Ramadán) can be atoned by freeing a slave. According to Islamic teachings, 
no free person can be enslaved. Islam also improved the condition of slaves. It was unlawful to separate a mother from her child. Children born to a 
slave-master were deemed free, and their mother would gain her freedom upon the death of her master. With regards to slaves, Prophet Muham- 
mad (&5) says, “Feed them from what you eat, clothe them from what you wear, and do not overwhelm them with work unless you assist them.” He 
(%) also says, “Whoever kills his slave will be killed and whoever injures his slave will be injured.” In recent times, slavery has been outlawed in all 
countries—including the Muslim world.

3. Ifyou fear you might fail to give orphan women their "due" rights “if you were to marry them", then marry other 
women of your choice—

Patience Tested 

186. You ‘believers’ will surely be 
tested in your wealth and your- 
selves,” and you will certainly 
hear many hurtful words from those 
who were given the Scripture be- 
fore you and from’ the polytheists. 
But if you are patient and mindful 
of Allah —surely this is a resolve 
to aspire to.

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in fact, it is bad for them! They will 
be leashed “by their necks’ on the 
Day of Judgment with whatever 
wealth’ they used to withhold. And 
Allah is the ‘sole’ inheritor of the 
heavens and the earth. And Allah is 
All-Aware of what you do. 


Blasphemy Exposed 

181. Indeed, Allah has heard those 
“among the Jews’ who said, “Allah is 
poor; we are rich!” We have certainly 
recorded their slurs and their killing 
of prophets unjustly. Then We will 
say, “Taste the torment of burning! 
182. This is ‘the reward" for what your 
hands have done. And Allah is never 
unjust to "His" creation." 


Rejecting Allah's Messengers 

183. Those ‘are the same people’ 
who say, *Allah has commanded 
us not to believe in any messenger 
unless he brings us an offering to be 
consumed by fire "from the sky." 
Say, 'O Prophet, “Other prophets 
did in fact come to you'™ before me 
with clear proofs and 'even' what 
you demanded—why then did you 
kill them, if what you say is true?” 
184. If you are rejected by them, so 
too were messengers before you 
who came with clear proofs, 


So do not fear them; fear Me if you 
are true believers. 


Disbelievers' Delusion 

176. 'O Prophet!" Do not grieve for 
those who race to disbelieve—surely 
they will not harm Allah in the least. 
It is Allah's Will to disallow them a 
share in the Hereafter, and they will 
suffer a tremendous punishment. 
177. Those who trade belief for dis- 
belief will never harm Allah in the 
least, and they will suffer a painful 
punishment. 178. Those who dis- 
believe should not think that living 
longer is good for them. They are 
only given more time to increase in 
sin, and they will suffer a humiliating 
punishment. 


Sincerity Test 

179. Allah would not leave the believ- 
ers in the condition you were in, until 
He disünguished the good from the 
evil 'among you'. Nor would Allah 
directly" reveal to vou the unseen,"? 
but He chooses whoever He wills as a 
messenger. So believe in Allah and His 
messengers. And if vou are faithful and 
mindful "of Allah’, you will receive a 
great reward. 


Reward of the Stingy 
180. And do not let those who 
“greedily” withhold Allah’s bounties 
think it is good for them— 
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158 i.e.. the distinction between the true believers and hypocrites. 
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In fact, they are alive with their 
Lord, well provided for— 170. re- 
joicing in Allah's bounties and be- 
ing delighted for those yet to join 
them. There will be no fear for them, 
nor will they grieve. 171. They are 
joyful for receiving Allah’s grace 
and bounty, and that Allah does not 
deny the reward of the believers. 


Reward of the Steadfast 

172. "As for’ those who respond- 
ed to the call of Allah and His 
Messenger after their injury," 
those of them who did good and 
were mindful ‘of Allah" will have a 
great reward. 173. Those who were 
warned, “Your enemies have mo- 
bilized their forces against you, so 
fear them," the warning only made 
them grow stronger in faith and 
they replied, “Allah "alone" is snf- 
ficient “as an aid’ for us and ‘He’ 
is the best Protector.” 174. So they 
returned with Allah’s favours and 
grace, suffering no harm. For they 
sought to please Allah. And surely 
Allah is 'the' Lord of infinite boun- 
ty. 175. That "warning" was only 
‘from’ Satan, trying to prompt you 
to fear his followers.’ 


157 The Prophet (&) realized that the city of Medina became vulnerable after the Muslim loss at Uhud. So on the next day of the battle he decided 
to lead a small force of his companions—many of whom had been wounded at Uhud—to chase away the Meccan army which was camping at 
a place called Hamrá' Al-Asad— nct far from Medina.

161. It is not appropriate for a proph- 
et to illegally withhold spoils of war. 
And whoever does so, it will be held 
against them on the Day of Judgment. 
Then every soul will be paid in full 
for what it has done, and none will be 
wronged. 


Good-Doers and Wrongdoers 

162. Are those who seek Allah’s plea- 
sure like those who deserve Allah’s 
wrath? Hell is their home. What an 
evil destination! 163. They ‘each’ 
have varying degrees in the sight of 
Allah. And Allah is All-Seeing of 
what they do. 


The Prophet as a Blessing 
164. Indeed, Allah has done the be- 
lievers a 'great' favour by raising a 
messenger from among them—recit- 
ing to them His revelations, 
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155 i.e.. the hvpocrites. 
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The Army Retreats 

153. Remember' when vou were run- 
ning far away “in panic'—not looking 
at anyone—while the Messenger was 
calling to you from behind! So Allah 
rewarded your disobedience with dis- 
tress upon distress. Now, do not grieve 
over the victorv vou were denied or the 
injurv you suffered. And Allah is All- 
Aware of what you do. 154. Then after 
distress, He sent down serenity in the 
form of drowsiness overcoming some 
of vou, while others were disturbed 
by evil thoughts about Allah—the 
thoughts of ‘pre-Islamic’ ignorance. 
They ask, “Do we have a say in the 
matter?" Say. 'O Prophet," “All matters 
are destined by Allah." They conceal in 
their hearts what they do not reveal to 
you. They say ‘to themselves’, “If we 
had any say in the matter, none of us 
would have come to die here.” Say, 'O 
Prophet,’ “Even if you were to remain 
in your homes, those among you who 
were destined to be killed would have 
met the same fate.” Through this, Al- 
lah tests what is within you and purifies 
what is in your hearts.

Yielding to the Disbelievers 

149. O believers! If you yield to the 
disbelievers, they will drag you back 
to disbelie£—and you will become 
losers. 150. But no! Allah is your 
Guardian, and He is the best Help- 
er. 151. We will cast horror into the 
hearts of the disbelievers for asso- 
ciating ‘false gods’ with Allah—a 
practice He has never authorized. 
The Fire will be their home—what 
an evil place for the wrongdoers to 
stay! 


Victory Denied at Uhud 

152. Indeed, Allah fulfilled His 
promise to you when you ‘initially’ 
swept them away by His Will, then 
your courage weakened and you dis- 
puted about the command and dis- 
obeyed," after Allah had brought 
victory within your reach. Some of 
you were after worldly gam while 
others desired a heavenly reward. 
He denied you victory over them as 
a test, yet He has pardoned you.

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Believers Disheartened'? 

144. Muhammad is no more than a 
messenger; other messengers have 
gone before him. If he were to die or 
to be killed, would you regress into 
disbelief? Those who do so will not 
harm Allah whatsoever. And Allah 
will reward those who are grateful.

Those who desire worldly gain, We 
will let them have it, and those who 
desire heavenly reward, We will 
grant it to them. And We will reward 
those who are grateful. 


Reward of the Steadfast 
146. ‘Imagine’ how many devotees 
fought along with their prophets and 
never faltered despite whatever ‘losses’ 
they suffered in the cause of Allah, nor 
did they weaken or give in! Allah loves 
those who persevere. 147. And all they 
said was, “Our Lord! Forgive our sins 
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153 The faith of manv Muslims was shaken when the pagan army spread rumours that Muhammad (35) was killed in the Battle of Uhud. 
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152 "This" either refers to how the forces of evil are ultimately destroved. or that the Quran is a reminder of the destruction of evildoers. 
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Warning Against Interest 

130. O believers! Do not consume 
interest, multiplying it many times 
over. And be mindful of Allah, so 
you may prosper.

133. And hasten towards forgive- 
ness from your Lord and a Paradise 
as vast as the heavens and the earth, 
prepared for those mindful “of Allah’.

136. Their reward is forgiveness from 
their Lord and Gardens under which 
rivers flow, staying there forever. 

He 
responded, “I have not come to condemn people, but as a mercy to pray for their guidance.” The verse here says that it is not up to the Prophet 


whether they believe or disbelieve. A prophet's only duty is to convey the message. Eventually, almost all Meccans accepted Islam before the 
death of the Prophet (i).

Warning Against Hypocrites 

116. Indeed, neither the wealth nor 
children of the disbelievers will be 
of any benefit to them against Allah. 
It is they who will be the residents of 
the Fire. They will be there forever. 
117. The good they do in this world- 
ly life is like the harvest of an evil 
people struck by a bitter wind, de- 
stroying it completely". Allah nev- 
er wronged thei, but they wronged 
themselves. 


Association with Hypocrites 

118. O believers! Do not associate 
closely with others who would not 
miss a chance to harm you. Their 
only desire is to see you suffer. Their 
prejudice has become evident from 
what they say—and what they hide 
in their hearts is far worse. 
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149 i.e., thev can onlv annov vou with their words. 
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109. To Allah ‘alone’ belongs what- 
ever is in the heavens and what- 
ever is on the earth. And to Allah 
‘all’ matters will be returned ‘for 
judgment . 


Excellence of the Muslim Nation 
110. You are the best community 
ever raised for humanity—you en- 
courage good, forbid evil, and be- 
lieve in Allah. Had the People of the 
Book believed, it would have been 
better for them. Some of them are 
faithful, but most are rebellious. 


Reward of the Rebellious 

111. They can never inflict harm on 
you, except a little annoyance.” But 
if they meet you 1n battle, they will 
flee and they will have no helpers. 
112. They will be stricken with dis- 
grace wherever they go, unless they 
are protected by a covenant with AI- 
lah or a treaty with the people. They 
have invited the displeasure of Allah 
and have been branded with misery 
for rejecting Allah's revelations and 
murdering 'His' prophets unjustly. 
This is ‘a fair reward’ for their dis- 
obedience and violations. 


Upright People of the Book 
113. Yet they are not all alike: there are 
some among the People of the Book 
who are upright, who recite Allah's 
revelations throughout the night, 


And you were at the brink of a fiery 
pit and He saved you from it. This 
is how Allah makes His revelations 
clear to you, so that you may be 
‘Tightly’ guided.

Rejecting the Truth 

98. Say, 'O Prophet, “O People 
of the Book! Why do you deny the 
revelations of Allah, when Allah is 
a Witness to what you do?” 99. Say,

the Way of Allah—striving to make 
it 'appear' crooked, while you are 
witnesses “to its truth’? And Allah is 
never unaware of what you do.” 


Warning Against Evil Influence 
100. O believers! If you were to 
yield to a group of those who were 
given the Scripture, they would turn 
you back froin belief to disbelief. 
101. How can you disbelieve when 
Allah’s revelations are recited to you 
and His Messenger is in your midst? 
Whoever holds firmly to Allah is 
surely guided to the Straight Path. 


Warning Against Disunity 

102. O believers! Be mindful of Al- 
lah in the way He deserves,'*° and 
do not die except in ‘a state of full’ 
submission ‘to Him'.'^' 103. And 
hold firmly to the rope of Allah!^ 
and do not be divided. Remember 
Allah's favour upon you when you 
were enemies, then He united your 
hearts, so you—by His grace—be- 
came brothers. 


Righteous Giving

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Witnessing a Debt Contract 

Call upon two of your men to witness. 
If two men cannot be found, then one 
man and two women of your choice

The witnesses must not refuse when 
they are summoned. You must not be 
against writing "contracts" for a fixed 
period—-whether the sum is small or 
great. This is more just "for you’ in the 
sight of Allah, and more convenient to 
establish evidence and remove doubts. 
However, if you conduct an immedi- 
ate transaction among yourselves, then 
there is no need for you to record it, 
but call upon witnesses when a deal 
is finalized. Let no harm come to the 
scribe or witnesses. If you do, then you 
have gravely exceeded ‘your limits’. 
Be mindful of Allah, for Allah “is the 
One Who’ teaches you. And Allah has 
“perfect knowledge of all things. 


Taking Collateral 

283. If you are on a journey and a scribe 
cannot be found, then a security can 
be taken. If vou trust one another, then 
‘there is no need for a security, but’ 
the debtor should honour this trust “by 
repaying the debt —and let them fear 
Allah, their Lord. And do not conceal 
the testimony, for whoever conceals it, 
their hearts are indeed sinful. And Allah 
"fully" knows what you do. 


114 Generally speaking, there is a difference between witnessing and giving testimony before a judge. Verse 2:282 talks about witnessing a debt contract, 
not giving testimony. To fully understand the context of this verse, we need to keep in mind that 1500 years ago women did not normally participate in 
business transactions or travel with trading caravans and, therefore, not every woman had the expertise to witness a debt contract. Fven if two women 
were available at the time of signing the contract, perhaps the primary witness might not be able to recall the details of the contract or appear before 
a judge because of compelling circumstances such as pregnancy or delivery. In any of these cases, the second woman will be a back-up. Some scholars 
maintain that one woman can be sufficient as a witness so long as she is reliable.As for giving testimony, a ruling can be made based on available 
testimony, regardless of the number or gender of the witnesses. For example, the beginning of Ramadan is usually confirmed by the sighting of the 
new moon, regardless of the gender of the person who sights the moon. Also the highest form of witness in Islam is for sorneone to testify they heard 
a narration (or hadith) from the Prophet (&). An authentic hadith is accepted by all Muslims regardless of the gender of the narrator. Moreover, if a 
husband accuses his wife of adultery and he has no witnesses, each spouse must testify five times that they are telling the truth and the other side is 
lying. Both testimonies are equal (see 24:6-10). In some cases, only women's testimony is accepted while men's testimony is rejected, such as testifying 


regarding a woman's pregnancy pr virginity. 
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postpone it until a time of ease. And if 
you waive it as an act of charity, it will 
be better for you, if only you knew.

Divorce Before Consummation 
236. There is no blame if you divorce 
women before the marriage is con- 
summated or the dowry is seítled. 
But give them a ‘suitable’ compensa- 
tion—the rich according to his means 
and the poor according to his. A rea- 
sonable compensation is an obliga- 
tion on the good-doers. 237. And if 
you divorce them before consummat- 
ing the marriage but after deciding on 
a dowry, pay half of the dowry, un- 
less the wife graciously waives it or 
the husband graciously pays in full.

It is not lawful for 
husbands to take back anything of 
the dowry given to their wives, un- 
less the couple fears not being able to 
keep within the limits of Allah.” So if 
you fear they will not be able to keep 
within the limits of Allah, there is no 
blame if the wife eompensates the 
husband to obtain divorce?! These 
are the limits set by Allah, so do not 
transgress them. And whoever trans- 
gresses the limits of Allah, they are 
the “true” wrongdoers. 


Husband Remarrying His Ex-Wife 
230. So if a husband divorces his 
wife ‘three times’, then it is not law- 
ful for him to remarry her until after 
she has married another man and 
then is divorced. Then it is permis- 
sible for them to reunite, as long as 
they feel they are able to maintain 
the limits of Allah. 
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89 A husband may separate from his wife after each of the first two counts of divorce or at the end of her waiting period (see 65:1-5) with dignity. 
If he chooses to stay with her after the first two counts of divorce then divorces her a third time, the marriage is terminated at the end of her 
third waiting period. The wife will have to marry and divorce another man before she can be remarried to her ex-husband (see 2:230). However, 
a woman marrying someone with the intention of getting divorced, in order to return to her first husband, is forbidden.

Watting Period After Divorce 
228. Divorced women must wait 
three monthly cycles “before they can 
re-marry '. It is not lawful for them to 
conceal what Allah has created in their 
wombs, 
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Harth means "farmland"—the husband being like a farmer, the wife like productive land, and children like seeds—a metaphor for fertility and 
growth. 

It is permissible to have intimate relations in any position, however anal sex is impermissible. Vagina! penetration during monthly cycles, or while 
bleeding persists after childbirth, up to forty days, is also not permitted. 

This can either imply “sending forth good deeds that will be rewarded in the next life" or—according to some interpretations —"engaging in 
foreplay with one's spouse before intercourse." 

This ruling is called i/é'. Hû' means that a husband vows not to be intimate with his wife because of a dispute or any other legitimate reason. The 
verse here says if it is four months or less and the husband keeps his vow, then he does not have to make up for breaking his vow (by feeding ten 
poor people, or fasting three days), otherwise he will need to make up for breaking his vow. If the vow is made for over four months, the wife has 
the right to seek divorce after four months. //á' should be avoided altogether since it deprives the wife of her right to sexual satisfaction. Instead, 
counselling is a better alternative at the time of dispute.

This is probably the most misquoted verse from the Quran. To properly understand the verse, we need to put it into context. Misquoting verses 
and taking them out of context can be applied to any scripture. For example, in the Bible, Jesus says, "Do not think that أ‎ came ta bring peace on 
earth. | did not come to bring peace but a sword!” (Matthew 10:34). He also says, "But as for these enemies of mine who did not want me to be 
their king—bring them here and slaughter them in my presence!” (Luke 19:27). And Moses says, "The Lord is a man of war, the Lord is his name.” 
(Exodus 15:3). For more details, see the Introduction.

He 
has only forbidden you ‘to eat 
carrion, blood, swine, and what is 
slaughtered in the name of any other 
than Allah. But if soineone is com- 
pelled by necessity—neither driven 
by desire nor exceeding immedi- 
ate need—they will not be sinful.

Hiding the Truth 
174. Indeed, those who hide Allah’s 
revelations, trading them for a fleet- 
ing gain consume nothing but fire 
into their bellies.

Warning Against Satan 

168. O humanity! Eat from what is 
lawful and good on the earth and 
do not follow Satan's footsteps. He 
is truly your sworn enemy. 169. He 
only incites you to commit evil and 
indecency, and to claim against Al- 
Jah what you do not know. 


Blind Following 

170. When it is said to them, “Fol- 
low what Allah has revealed," they 
reply, “No! We ‘only’ follow what 
we found our forefathers practic- 
ing.” “Would they still do so,” even 
if their forefathers had “absolutely” 
no understanding or guidance? 


Example of the Disbelievers 

171. The example of the disbelievers 
“not responding to the Messenger's 
warning” is like a flock not compre- 
hending the calls and cries of the 
shepherd. "They are wilfully” deaf, 
dumb and blind so they have no 
understanding. 


Forbidden Foods 
172. O believers! Eat from the good 
things We have provided for you. 


Allah's Great Signs 

163. Your God is ‘only’ One God. 
There is no god "worthy of worship' 
except Him—the Most Compassion- 
ate, Most Merciful. 164. Indeed, in 
the creation of the heavens and the 
earth; the alternation of the day and 
the night; the ships that sail the sea 
for the benefit of humanity; the rain 
sent down by Allah from the skies, 
reviving the earth after its death; the 
scattering of all kinds of creatures 
throughout; the shifting of the winds; 
and the clouds drifting between the 
heavens and the earth—"in all of 
this’ are surely signs for people of 
understanding. 


Associating Others with Allah

As 
for those who repent, mend their ways, 
and let the truth be known, they are the 
ones to whom I will turn ‘in forgive- 
ness’, for I am the Accepter of Repen- 
tance, Most Merciful. 161. Surely those 
who disbelieve and die as disbelievers 
are condemned by Allah, the angels, 
and all of humanity. 162. They will be in 
Hell forever. Their punishment will not 
be lightened, nor will they be delayed 
“from it’.

Rejecting the Truth 

97. Say, O Prophet,’ “Whoever is an 
enemy of Gabriel should know that 
he revealed this “Quran” to your heart 
bv Allah's Will, confirming what 
came before it—a guide and good 
news for the believers." 98. Whoever 
is an enemy of Allah, His angels, His 
messengers, Gabriel, and Michael, 
then ‘let them know that’ Allah is 
certainly the enemy of the disbeliev- 
ers. 99. Indeed, We have sent down 
to you 'O Prophet’ clear revelations. 
"But" none will deny them except the 
rebellious. 100. Why is it that every 
time they make a covenant, a group 
of them casts it aside? In fact, most of 
them do not believe. 101. Now, when 
a messenger from Allah has come to 
them—confirming their own Scrip- 
tures—some of the People of the 
Book cast the Book of Allah behind 
their backs as if they did not know. 


Attachment to Magic 
102. They ‘Instead’ followed the 
magic promoted by the devils during 
the reign of Solomon. Never did Sol- 
omon disbelieve, rather the devils 
disbelieved. 
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Clinging to Life 
94. Say, "O Prophet,’ “If the “eternal” 
Home of the Hereafter with Allah is 
exclusively for you ‘Israelites’ out 
of all humanity, then wish for death 
if what vou say is true!”

Why is it that every time a messen- 
ger comes to you ‘Israelites’ with 
something you do not like, you be- 
come arropant, rejecting some and 
killing others? 88. They say, “Our 
hearts are unreceptive! In fact, 
Allah has condemned them for their 
disbelief. They have but little faith. 


Rejecting the Quran 

89. Although they used to pray for 
victory "by means of the Prophet’ 
over the polytheists," when there 
came to them a Book from Allah 
which they recognized," confirm- 
ing the Scripture they had ‘in their 
hands’, they rejected it. So may Al- 
lah’s condemnation be upon the dis- 
believers. 90. Miserable is the price 
they have sold their souls for—de- 
nying Allah's revelation and resent- 
ing Allah for granting His graee to 
whoever He wills of His servants! 
They have earned wrath upon wrath. 
And such disbelievers will suffer à 
humiliating punishment. 


Excuse for Rejecting the Quran 
91. When it is said to them: “Believe 
in what Allah has revealed," they re- 
ply, ^We only believe in what was sent 
down to us," and they deny what came 
afterwards, though it is the truth con- 
firming their own Seriptures! 


84. And ‘remember’ when We took 
your covenant that you would nei- 
ther shed each other's blood nor ex- 
pel each other from their homes, you 
gave your pledge and bore witness. 
85. But here you are, killing each 
other and expelling some of your 
people from their homes, aiding one

83. And ‘remember’ when We took 
a covenant from the children of Is- 
rael ‘stating’, “Worship none but 
Allah; be kind to parents, relatives, 
orphans and the needy; speak kindly 
to people; establish prayer; and pay 
alms-tax.” But you ‘Israelites’ turned 
away—except for a few of you—and 
were indifferent.

Reward of the Believers 
62. Indeed, the believers, Jews, 
Christians, and Sabians^—— whoever 
“truly” believes in Allah and the Last 
Day and does good will have their 
reward with their Lord. And there 
will be no fear for them, nor will 
they grieve.” 


Allah’s Covenant with the Israelites 
63. And ‘remember’ when We took 
a covenant from you and raised the 
mountain above you ‘saying’, “Hold 
firmly to that ‘Scripture’ which 
We have given you and observe its 
teachings so perhaps you will be- 
come mindful ‘of Allah'." 64. Yet 
you turned away afterwards. Had it 
not been for Allah’s grace and mercy 
upon you, you would have certainly 
been of the losers. 


Punishment for the Sabbath-Breakers 
65. You are already aware of those 
of you who broke the Sabbath. We 
said to them, “Be disgraced apes!

Story of the Cow 
67. And ‘remember’ when Moses 
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said to his people, “Allah commands you to sacrifice 7

59. But the wrongdoers changed the 
words they were commanded to say. 
So We sent down a punishment from 
the heavens upon them for their 
rebelliousness. 


Favour 10) Water for All 

60. And ‘remember’ when Moses 
prayed for water for his people, We 
said, “Strike the rock with your staff.” 
Then twelve springs gushed out, “and” 
each tribe knew its drinking place. 
"We then said," “Eat and drink of Al- 
lah’s provisions, and do not go about 
spreading corruption in the land.” 


Punishment for Defiance 

61. And ‘remember’ when you said, 
“O Moses! We cannot endure the 
same meal "every day’. So ‘just’ call 
upon your Lord on our behalf, He wiil 
bring forth for us some of what the 
earth produces of herbs, cucumbers, 
garlic, lentils, and onions.” Moses 
scolded ‘them’, “Do you exchange 
what is better for what is worse? “You 
can' go down to any village and you 
will find what you have asked for.” 
They were stricken with disgrace and 
misery, and they invited the displea- 
sure of Allah for 


absence, acting wrongfully. 52. Even 
then We ‘still’ forgave you so per- 
haps you would be grateful.

Then 
We brought you back to life af- 
ter your death, so that perhaps you 
would be grateful. 


Favour 8) Food and Shade 
57. And ‘remember when’ We shad- 
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ed you with clouds and sent down to you manna and quails,” ‘saying’, “Eat from the good things We have pro- 
vided for you.” The evildoers 'certainly' did not wrong Us, but wronged themselves.

Favour 2) Ending Persecution

Trading Allah's revelations for a fleeting gain is a recurring theme in the first few sGrahs of the Quran. This refers to the practice of some Jewish 
authorities in Medina who contradicted certain rulings in the Torah by giving people lenient opinions only to please them in exchange for money. 
The alms-tax (zakáh) is the payment of 2.5% of someone's savings only if the amount is equivalent to or greater than 85 g of gold, if that amount 
remains untouched for a whole Islamic vear—around 355 davs.

Jinn are another creation of Allah, 
similar to humans in that they—unlike angels—have free will, but are made of smokeless fire and live in another plane of existence. 

The command to prostrate was a test of obedience. Satan arrogantly refused to comply because he believed he was superior to Adam—arguing that 
Adam was made of mud while Satan was made of fire (see 7:12). 

Both Adam and Eve were deceived, both sinned, and both were later forgiven. There is no concept of original sin in Islam.
